In  jail  improvement 

Group  seeks  BYU  involvement 


Inadequate  and  antiquated  facilities  in  the  Utah  County  Jail  prompted  officials  last 
weekend  to  suggest  possible  university  involvement  in  improving  the  building.

The  prospect  of  turning  the  Utah 
County  Jail  into  a Santaquin-like  project 
for  BYU  was  bantered  around  last 
weekend  as  representatives  of  the 
Committee  on  Spending  and  Taxation 
(COST)  toured  the  existing  facilities  in 
hopes  of  finding  a solution  to 
improvement  of  the  detention  center. 

Committee  members,  according  to  H. 
Jerry  Bradshaw,  COST  vice-chairman, 
now  feels  that  possibly  some  significant 
contributions  can  be  made  in  temporarily 
improving  the  condition  of  both  jail  and 
prisoners,  utilizing  the  resources  of  the 
university. 

“WITH  THE  qualified  persons  in  this 
area,  it  seems  like  someone  could  do  a 
great  service  for  the  community  with  the 
jail  project,”  said  Bradshaw. 

He  suggested  that  perhaps  nutrition 
specialists  could  assist  in  making  a menu 
that  would  provide  a better  diet  for  those 
in  the  County  Jail.  “And  why  haven’t  the 
campus  sociologists  or  those  trained  in 
penology  looked  into  the  situation?” 
Bradshaw  continued. 

The  idea  that  students  may  be  able  to 
make  some  contribution  in  several  areas 
concerning  the  jail  seem  to  be  brewing. 
COST  representatives  cited  as 
improvements  to  be  considered  painting, 
acquiring  new  m aft  r esses,  securing 
constructive  reading  material  and  shower 
curtains. 

“WHY  DO  WE  have  such  an  archaic  jail 
in  this  community  which  is  right  in  the 
midst  of  so  many  facilities  for 
improvement  and  qualified  individuals?” 
asked  Bradshaw. 

Leaders  of  COST  recently  met  with 
Utah  County  Commissioners  following 
the  defeat  of  the  bond  election  for  a new 
judicial  security  building  to  offer  their 
assistance  in  determining  alternative 
projects  to  upgrade  jail  facilities. 

County  Attorney  Stanley  D.  Roberts 
suggested  in  that  meeting  that  COST 
members  submit  in  writing  the  findings  of 
their  investigation  along  with 
recommendations  so  the  result  can  be 
studied  by  County  Commissioners  along 
with  other  data. 


David  Grow,  publicity  director  for 
COST,  said  that  the  jail’s  kitchen 
appeared  to  be  the  “type  of  kitchen  in  a 
30  to  40  year-old  house.”  The  building 
which  houses  the  jail  was  built  in  1926. 

A WASHING  machine  is  provided  for 
cleaning  towels  and  sheets,  but  prisoners 
must  wash  their  own  clothes  in  a sink  in  a 
cell.  Glass  in  the  windows  is  for  the  most 
part  darkened  and  unclear.  Lighting  is  not 
provided  in  the  cells  but  rather  comes 
from  a large  round  light  outside  the  bars, 
shining  directly  in  at  the  prisoners.  No 
provisions  are  included  for  recreation. 

A library  consisting  of  magazines  and 
paperbacks  is  encased  in  a six-food 
hallway  connecting  two  rooms. 

Prisoners  questioned  indicated  that  one 
of  their  greatest  problems  was  passing  the 
time.  When  asked  if  they  would  like  to 
work  one  responded  that  “a  little  work 
never  hurt  anybody.”

Wilcox  Phase  II:  revise  constitution

ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox,  shifting 
into  Phase  II  of  his  term  of  office,  forsees 
a revamping  of  the  ASBYU  constitution 
and  more  planks  laid  from  his  correlation 
platform  during  spring  semester. 

Wilcox  has  announced  that  four 
constitutional  revision  committees  are  to 
be  organized  soon  “to  cover  a variety  of 
areas  including  the  need  for  certain 
executive  offices  and  other  needs  which 
we  may  have.” 

He  denied,  however,  that  recent 
controversy  over  alleged  mishandling  of 
funds  by  the  ASBYU  Social  Office 
spurred  the  constitutional  revision  plans. 


‘‘I  don’t  believe  the  Social  Office 
violated  any  constitutional  provisions  in 
that  it  was  a by-law  which  was  violated 
and  it  is  the  Executive  Council  which 
established  the  by-laws,”  said  Wilcox. 

Wilcox  claimed  that  the  Executive 
Council  had  established  in  past  meetings 
a constitutional  precedence  which  will 
invalidate  all  Executive  Council  by-laws 
at  the  adjournment  of  that  Executive 
Council. 

“We  would  like  the  new  constitution  to 
further  cooperation  between  the  Church 
and  the  School  in  all  that  we  can,”  added 
Wilcox. 

Such  a cooperation  has  been  his  push 
since  campaigning  for  the  presidency  last 


spring  on  a platform  for  a correlation 
between  Church,  school  and  academic 
departments. 

Early  in  the  fall  Wilcox  fulfilled 
campaign  promises  by  distributing 
$23,000  of  student  funds  to  department 
representatives  “with  no  strings  attached” 
and  then  established  a committee  of 
students  and  representatives  of  the  BYU 
ten  stakes  to  correlate  activities  between 
Church  and  ASBYU. 

“We  have  established  a solid 
groundwork  from  which  to  work.  This 
program  will  be  evident  more  in  the 
second  semester,  and  even  more  over  the 
next  couple  of  years,”  claimed  Wilcox. 

The  announcement  of  a project  for 


students  to  raise  $100,000  to  go  towards 
a new  addition  to  the  Library  was  one  of 
the  Wilcox  administration’s  prime 
achievements. 

In  November,  however,  student 
government  purposely  sidestepped 
involvement  in  registering  students  for 
local  and  state  elections. 

‘‘We  were  reluctant  to  push  voter 
registration  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
because  of  the  fact  that  a couple  of  BYU 
students  were  running  in  the  election,” 
said  Wilcox.  “We  felt  that  some 
undesirable  implication  might  arise  if  we 
tried  to  get  a huge  voter  registration  just 
prior  to  the  elections.”

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Pakistan  leaves  Commonwealth 


KARACHI,  Pakistan  (UPI)  - 
'Pakistan  withdrew  from  the 
British  Commonwealth  of  Nations 
Sunday  after  being  advised  that 
Britain,  Australia,  -and  New 
Zealand  will  grant  recognition  to 
Bangladesh. 

The  government’s 
announcement,  which  was 
broadcast  by  official  Pakistan 
radio,  was  made  on  the  eve  of 
President  Zulfikar  Ali  Bhutto’s 
departure  for  Peking  to  seek 
Communist  Chinese  support  for 
the  defense  of  Pakistan. 

B a gladesh  is  the  former 
province  of  East  Pakistan  that 
revolted  last  year  and,  when  West 
Pakistan  troops  attempted  to  put 
down  the  rebellion,  drew  India 
and  Pakistan  into  a 14-day  war  in 
December.  India,  also  a 
Commonwealth  member,  was 
victorious,  and  East  Pakistan 
proclaimed  its  independence  as 
the  new  nation  of  Bangladesh. 

Pakistan  has  broken  relations 
with  several  nations  recognizing 
Bangladesh,  and  Bhutto  said 
recently  Pakistan’s  25-year-old 


membership  in  the 
Commonwealth  would  be 
reconsidered  if  Britain  or  other 
major  members  did  so,  too. 

The  announcement  said  the 
decisions  by  the  three  other 
Commonwealth  members  to 
recognize  Bangladesh  “put  a seal 
of  respectability  and  approval  on

Now,  he  said,  they  are 
coming  ahead  of  time. 

Draft  Lottery  moved  up 

The  Selective  Service  has  announced  that  this  year’s  draft  lottery  will 
be  held  Feb.  2-several  months  earlier  than  in  the  last  few  years.  It  may 
be  the  last  lottery  whose  participants  actually  will  be  drafted. 

This  year’s  lottery  affects  all  men  born  during  1953. 

Egyptian  war  effort 

New  austerity  measures  to  put  the  Egyptian  economy  on  a war 
footing  have  gone  into  effect.  They  include  a ban  on  imported  luxury 
items,  higher  taxes,  and  a promise  to  crack  down  on  the  thriving  black 
market. 

National  debt  going  up,  up,  up  . . . 

President  Nixon  has  estimated  that  the  national  debt  will  total 
$493.2  billion  by  July,  1973,  compared  with  about  $383  billion  when 
he  took  office.  It  will  cost  about  $22.7  billion  just  to  pay  the  interest 
. on  the  debt. 

The  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  will  meet  to  consider  how 
much  to  raise  the  present  national  debt  so  the  government  can  borrow 
enough  money  to  pay  its  bills. 

$246.3  billion  budget 

President  Nixon  has  handed  Congress  a $246.3  billion  budget  for 
- fiscal  1 973— written  in  deep  red  ink.  He  announced  two  huge 
deficits— $38.8  billion  this  fiscal  year  and  $25.5  billion  next-and  said 
tfjey  will  help  speed  the  nation’s  economic  recovery. 

For  the  first  time,  expenditures  for  human  resources  will  exceed 
njoney  budgeted  for  defense. 

This  is  where  the  budget  dollar  will  come  from:  38  cents  from 
individual  income  taxes,  26  cents  from  social  insurance  taxes  and 
contributions,  14  cents  from  corporate  income  taxes,  10  cents  from 
borrowing,  7 cents  from  excise  taxes,  and  5 cents  from  others. 

This  is  where  it  will  go:  45  cents  to  human  resources,  32  cents  to 
national  defense,  10  cents  to  physical  resources,  7 cents  to  other,  and  6 
cents  to  interest. 

“Frozen”  following  death 

An  8-year-old  French-Canadian  girl  has  become  the  first  child  to  be 
“frozen”  following  death,  the  Cryonics  Society  of  California  disclosed. 

The  child  had  died  of  cancer  of  the  kidney.  The  society  said  the 
parents  contacted  the  organization  last  year  when  they  learned  their 
daughter  had  the  terminal  disease.  They  hoped  that  by  having  her  body 
preserved  her  life  might  somehow  be  extended  when  a cure  for  the 
cancer  is  found. 

More  than  a dozen  other  adults  lie  preserved  in  two  cryonics  storage 
facilities  in  California  and  New  Jersey,  the  society  said. 

Peace  treaty 

The  U.S.  has  offered  to  sign  a basic  Vietnam  peace  treaty  but  warned 
the  Communists  all  U.S.  troops  could  not  be  brought  home  before  the 
signing  of  another,  definite  treaty  wrapping  up  all  loose  ends  of  the 
conflict. 

President  Nixon  appeared  on  nationwide  television  to  propose  this 
peace  plan. 

The  two-stage  approach  to  the  settlement  of  the  war  was  put  before 
North  Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong  negotiators  at  the  Paris  peace  talks. 

It  was  announced  after  a South  Vietnamese  negotiator  put  on  the 
table  the  new  comprehensive  eight-point  peace  plan  announced  by 
President  Thieu. 

The  Communists  have  charged  the  plan  to  be  an  election  maneuver. 

All  about  Nixon 

The  government’s  top  antipollution  enforcer  has  fired  his  legislative 
director  because  of  leaked  memos  stressing  administrative  willingness  to 
weaken  environmental  bills  as  an  aid  to  President  Nixon’s  re-election 
campaign. 

AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany  says  organized  labor  has  not 

written  off  President  Nixon  for  its  support  in  November’s  election,  in 

spite  of  previous  statements  to  the  contracy  by  his  lieutenants. 

Commerce  Secretary  Maurice  Stans  has  resigned  to  become 

fund-raising  chairman  for  President  Nixon’s  re-election  campaign

Time  for  a change 


Is  the  teacher  evaluation  a waste  of 
time? 

In  Section  ‘C’  of  this  edition  of  the 
D a i l y Universe  scores  of  students, 
teachers,  deans  and  administrators 
question  the  evaluation’s  significance. 

“The  questions  are  out-dated  and  a 
waste  of  time,”  said  one  student.  “1  have 
not  been  given  any  information  on  how 
this  information  is  used;  i.e.  whether  it 
aids  the  teacher  or  advises  the  faculty  of 
benefits  of  this  teacher  in  their 
department,”  added  another. 

The  teacher  evaluation  “was  never 
meant  to  be  considered  an  absolute 
measurement  of  teaching  quality,  but  the 
problem  is  that  it  has  now  come  to  mean 
just  that,”  said  one  dean.  “These 
evaluations  just  record  an  impression  of 
the  time,”  added  a colleague. 


It  all  spells  one  thing— few  students  and 
faculty  are  taking  the  evaluations 
seriously  and  fewer  are  beijefitting  from 
them.  It’s  time  for  a change. 

We  encourage  students,  faculty  and 
administrators  to  contribute  proposals  for 
a solution.  Feedback,  the  basis  of  the 
evaluations,  is  a healthy  principle.  It’s  the 
method  that  is  anemic. 

The  Daily  Universe  proposes  that  the 
evaluations  be  given  before  mid-semester 
and  the  results  are  made  available 
immediately  to  the  professors.  The 
professor  hopefully  will  incorporate  the 
class  recommendations  in  the  second  half 
of  the  semester  showing  students  his 
interest  and  intent  to  upgrade  his 
teaching.  In  turn,  such  feedback  returning 
to  class  members  should  result  in  students 
taking  the  evaluations  more  seriously. 


Voter’s  pamphlet  fails 


The  Daily  Universe  proposal  for  a 
voters’  pamphlet  for  Utah  was  defeated  in 
the  House  last  week  by  a vote  of  35  to 
26.  Representative  Howard  Nielsen 
(R-Provo),  chief  sponsor  of  the  bill, 
blamed  the  defeat  on  the  feeling  among 
legislators  that  a voters’  pamphlet  wasn’t 
urgent  enough  for  consideration  during  a 
budgetary  session.  He  added,  however, 
that  the  proposal  should  receive  little 
opposition  next  January,  when  the  state 


legislators  meet  for.  a non-budgetary 
session. 

We  feel  that,  with  major  national  and 
state  candidates  running  for  office  this 
year,  a voters’  pamphlet  containing  the 
pictures  and  platforms  of  office-seekers 
would  be  beneficial.  Especially  with  (1) 
about  150,000  new  voters  in  the  state, 
and  (2)  a recent  study  showing  that  the 
voting  turnout  in  America  is  “on  a small 
but  steady  decline.”  Even  in  Utah.

Once  again  "the  technological  advances  of 
the  modern  age"  have  taken  the  blame  for  the 
"apathy,  frustration,  and  alienation"  of  those 
who  do  not  want  to  bear  the  responsibility  for 
their  own  lives.

Yes,  but  not  the  ones  most  Americans  are 
concerned  with.  The  two  most  promising 
ones  this  election  year  are  Vietnam  and 
the  economy.  On  Vietnam,  Mr.  Ashbrook 
doesn’t  take  issue  with  the 
President-which  may  prove  the  most 
prudent  decision  of  his  campaign  as 
November  approaches,  and  with  it  still 
more  troop  withdrawals.  The  President  is 
more  vulnerable  on  the  economy,  but 
only  to  candidates  on  his  Left.  Mr. 
Nixon’s  economics  would  look  wildly 
popular  compared  to  John  Ashbrook’s 
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(These  figures  are  hidden  in  the  vaults  found  in  room  D-337  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  Administration  Building.) 
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somber  orthodoxies.  Congressman 
Ashbrook  may  emphasize  fiscal  policy  in 
his  campaign  but  nothing  so  bores 
Americans,  peculiar  people  that  we  are, 
than  talking  fiscal  policy  at  a time  when 
most  of  us  are  worried  about  money. 
Particularly  if  it’s  conservative  fiscal 
policy. 

To  an  electorate  more  concerned  about 
jobs  and  benefits  than  Ideology,  Mr. 
Ashbrook’s  economic  issues— like  the 
need  for  a balanced  budget-are  going  to 
look  like  idiosyncrasies,  if  they’re  noticed 
at  all.  The  late  Whittaker  Chambers,  a 
most  genuine  conservative,  understood 
where  this  kind  of  dedication,  and 
delectation,  would  lead  the  Republican 
party. 

HE  ONCE  wrote  that,  unless  the  party 
could  appeal  to  great  numbers  of  people 
and  not  just  the  cognoscenti,  then  “the 
Republican  Party  will  become  like  one  of 
those  dark  little  shops  which  apparently 
never  sell  anything.  If,  for  any  reason, 
you  go  in,  you  find  at  the  back,  an  old 
man,  fingering  for  his  own  pleasure  some 
oddments  of  cloth.  Nobody  wants  to 
buy,  which  is  fine  because  the  old  man  is 
not  really  interested  in  selling.  He  just 
likes  to  hold  and  to  feel.” 

It  is  illuminating  that  the  issue  over 
which  the  righter-than-thou  conservatives 
formally  suspended  their  support  of  the 
President  (who  doesn’t  seem  to  have 
noticed  it  yet)  was  his  decision  to  open 
communication  with  mainland  China. 
They  could  not  have  chosen  a more 
graphic  symbol  of  a consistently  losing 
cause  than  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  or  one  that 
the  American  public  has  grown  so  weary 
of.  It  was  inevitable  that  an  American 
president  would  make  such  a move 
toward  Peking,  and  indicative  of 
Capital-C  conservatives  that  they  should 
refuse  to  accept  the  inevitable.  They 
seemed  almost  as  taken  aback  as  Moscow, 
and  without  nearly  as  much  reason. 

WHAT,  besides  the  pleasure  of 
fingering  some  oddments  of  ideology,  are 
true  conservatives  supposed  to  gain  by 
supporting  John  Ashbrook  for  President 
of  the  United  States?  Well,  it  will  pressure 
Richard  Nixon  into  a more  conservative 
stance.  The  trouble  with  this  thesis  is  that 
Mr.  Nixon  is  not  known  for  bowing  to 
pressure  from  his  opponents.  The 
President  is  much  more  likely  to  reward 
his  friends.  Which  explains  why  the  most 
effective  conservatives  may  be  those  who 
stick  with  him  this  election  year. 

Congressman  Ashbrook,  of  course,  does 
hot  plan  to  go  so  far  as  to  oppose  the 
President  in  the  general  election,  too. 
That  kind  of  service  to  American 
conservatism  can  safely  be  left  to  George 
Wallace.  But  if  by  some  unlikely  chance 
John  Ashbrook  can  deflate  the  President 
in  the  primaries,  and  if  George  Wallace 
can  gather  enough  strength  in  November, 
then  between  the  two  of  them,  they  may 
succeed-in  electing  a liberal  president. 
John  Ashbrook  has  set  out  on  a campaign 
that  perhaps  was  inevitable  for  a segment 
of  American  politics,  and  of  the 
Republican  Party,  that  is  dedicated  above 
all  to  its  own  endless,  but  somehow 
deeply  satisfying,  frustration. 

LOS  ANGELES  (UPI)  - A new 
minibus  system  in  the  downtown  area, 
designed  to  reduce  traffic  and  smog, 
attracted  24,000  riders  on  its  first  week 
of  operation.

BIG  RAPIDS,  Mich.  (UPI)  - 
Robert  L.  Ewigleben  is  a 
college  president  who  thinks 
American  colleges  and 
universities  should  be  training 
more  auto  mechanics  and 
fewer  English  literature  majors. 

“I  think  there’s  nothing 
more  tragic  in  education  than 
turning  out  students  who 
understand  all  about  their 
culture  but  nothing  about 
making  a living,”  he  says,  and 
he  runs  Ferris  State  College  on 
that  philosophy. 

Only  30  per  cent  of  the 
9,200  students  attending 
classes  at  Ferris  State  this  fall 
are  going  for  a bachelor’s 
degree.  The  remainder  are 
working  on  one  or  two-year 
certificates  in  various  courses. 

The  entire  student  body  is 
working  in  such  fields  of  study 
as  welding,  automotive  body 
repair,  dental  hygiene, 
environmental  sanitation, 


securing  a registered  nurses’ 
license  or  other  technical  skills. 

There  are  no  majors  in 
political  science,  although 
every  course  of  study  requires 
a mix  of  technical  and  liberal 
arts  courses. 

“We  take  any  student  we  feel 
can  profit  by  instruction,” 
Ewigleben  said  in  an  interview. 

“Our  university  is  dedicated 
to  the  idea  that  all  work  is 
dignified.  Being  an 
automechanic  is  just  as 
dignified  as  being  a college 
president. 

“The  main  thing  is  that  a 
man  does  work  and  is 
productive  and  gets  satisfaction 
from  that  work.” 

Ewigleben  thinks  the  rest  of 
the  educational  world  is 
starting  to  see  things  as  he 
does.  He  believes  higher 
education  is  going  through  a 
period  of  recovery  from  the 
reaction  to  the  launching  of 
the  first  Russian  Sputnik. 


Mud  bed  - it’s  like  floating 


POMONA,  Calif,  (UPI)  - 
You’ve  heard  of  the  water  bed, 
now  meet  the  mud  bed,  which  its 
developer  describes  as  “incredibly 
comfortable.” 

“It’s  softer  than  a feather  bed. 
It’s  like  floating.  You  can  relax 
completely,”  said  Dr.  James  B. 
Reswick,  an  engineer  and  director 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Engineering 
Center  at  Rancho  Los  Amigos 
Hospital  here. 

“The  bed  consists  of  a square 
wooden  frame  with  a sealed 
bottom.  It  is  filled  with  special 
mud  and  covered  by  a vinyl  sheet 
sealed  to  the  sides  of  the  frame. 
The  mud  is  electrically  heated  to 
85  degrees. 

Reswick  said  that'  tests  of  a 
prototype  bed  at  Rancho  Los 


Amigos  has  had  great  success  in 
solving  the  problems  of  bed  sores. 

The  key  ingredient  is  a special, 
thick  fluid  similar  to  oil  well 
drilling  mud -a  substance  used  to 
flush  rock  cuttings  to  the  surface 
and  to  cool  the  drill  bit. 

“The  home  water  bed  is  made 
of  sealed  fabric  filled  with  water. 
You  are  supported  more  by  the 
material  than  the  water. 

“In  the  mud  bed  you  are  totally 
supported  by  the  hydrostatic 
pressure  of  the  fluid,”  Reswick 
said. 

Reswick  explained  that  a 
person’s  body  sinks  in.  “Your 
arms  and  legs  kind  of  sink  in,  the 
middle  of  your  back  is  six  inches 
deep  and  your  shoulders  four 
inches  deep  when  lying  down  on 
your  back. 
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You  look  up  the  telephone  number! 


DENVER  (UPI)  - Mountain 
Bell  telephone  subscribers  in  the 
Denver  area  are  going  to  have  to 
let  their  own  fingers  do  the 
walking  through  the  yellow  pages. 
And  the  white  pages,  too. 

Spokesmen  for  Mountain  Bell 
said  operators  would  no  longer 
give  out  telephone  numbers  when 
they  are  published  in  directories. 

THE  NEW  policy  went  into 
effect  recently  without  public 
notice  and  already  there  has  been 
a reaction.  Jack  Shea  of  Mountain 
Bell  said  generally  the  move  “has 
not  been  accepted  too  favorably.” 

Several  operators  broke  out  in 
tears  when  customers  became 
abusive  and  used  foul  language, 
Shea  said. 

Shea  said  the  decision  to  have 
telephone  users  look  up  their  own 
numbers  came  because  of  the 
increasing  demands  placed  on  the 
telephone  company.  Some  600 
operators  now  provide  directory 
assistance  and  the  number  has 
been  increasing  at  a rate  of  1 2 per 
cent  a year. 

“FROM  THE  customer’s  point 
of  view,  it’s  a reduction  in 


service,”  Shea  said.  “Anytime  you 
take  something  away  from 
someone  it’s  a reduction,  but 
we’re  tryng  to  give  the  best 
service  we  can  to  our  customers.” 

Shea  said  a study  showed  that 
92  per  cent  of  the  numbers 
requested  through  information 
were  listed  in  the  telephone  book. 
The  information  service  provided 
by  Mountain  Bell  in  the 
metropolitan  area  alone  costs 
more  than  $200,000  a month.

FRESNO,  Calif.  (UPI)  - Within 
20  years  science  might  make 
commonplace  a technique  of 
non-natural  birth  resulting  in 
exact  duplicates  of  individuals, 
according  to  an  embryologist.

New  welfare  program 
favors  working  poor 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Convinced  that  President  Nixon’s 
proposed  guaranteed  annual 
income  plan  is  all  but  dead,  Sen. 
Russel  B.  Long  now  sees  a good 
chance  for  enacting  his  own  plan 
to  subsidize  the  income  of  the 
working  poor. 

Long,  chairman  of  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee,  suggested 
that  Nixon  should  be  grateful  for 
the  abandonment  of  his  welfare 
reform  bill  providing  a $2,400 
minimum  income  for  a family  of 
four. 

“If  we  had  passed  that  bill  at 
that  time  in  1970,  Richard  Nixon 
wouldn’t  have  a prayer  for 
re-election,”  the  Louisiana 
Democrat  said. 

Long  was  interviewed  in  the 
aftermath  of  the  decision  Friday 
by  Sen.  Abraham  Ribicoff, 
D-Conn.,  to  abandon  support  for 
the  guaranteed  income  concept  in 
favor  of  a limited  test  in  a few 
states  “to  see  if  this  kind  of 
scheme  really  works.” 

Long  hopes  for  Ribicoff’s 
support  of  at  least  a test  of  his 
own  alternative  plan. 

Long’s  plan  and  Nixon’s  differ 
in  one  fundamental  aspect. 

Nixon  would  provide  an  income 
to  every  family,  even  if  the  head 
of  the  household  refused  a job. 
Long  would  boost  the  income  of 
those  who  worked  but  still  barely 
got  by  through  tax  rebates  and 
wage  supplements.

It’s  1040-form  time  again

“Taxes  are  what  we  pay  for 
civilized  society.” 

The  famous  jurist  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes’  statement  is  but 
little  consolation  for  75  million 
American  taxpayers  who  fork 
over  more  than  S86  billion  in 
income  taxes  each  year. 

And  that’s  not  counting  $25 
billion  more  in  Social  Security 
taxes  subtracted  from  workers’ 
paychecks  annually— all  to  be 
accounted  for  on  income  tax 
forms  before  April  15. 

MANY  BYU  students  will  be 
among  the  millions  sending  in  the 
“infamous”  1040-form.  Most  will 
claim  a refund  on  taxes  withheld 
from  pay;  others  will  be  sending 
in  checks  for  taxes  due. 

According  to  the  Tax  Reform 
Act  of  1969,  any  single  person 
under  65  who  grossed  $1,700  or 
more  must  file  an  income  tax 
return.  However,  many  students 
who  earned  less  than  this  amount 
will  still  file  a return  in  order  to 
claim  a refund  because  of  taxes 
withheld  from  pay. 

Others  who  earned  less  than 
$1,70'0  will  not  bother  with  a 
return  because  no  taxes  were 
withheld  from  their  paychecks. 
They  were  exempt  because  they 
signed  the  Withholding 
Exemption  Certificate  (Form 
W-4E)  before  starting  work. 
Anyone  who  expects  to  earn  less 
than  that  this  year  can  obtain  the

information 

W-4E  form  from  his  employer 
before  beginning  work. 

A married  couple  desirous  of 
filing  a joint  return  must  file  if 
their  total  gross  income  is  $2,300 
or  more.  A married  person  filing  a 
separate  return  must  file  if  his 
gross  income  is  $600  or  more.  A 
married  person  can  also  sign  a 
W-4E  form  and  be  exempt  from 
withholding  taxes  if  the  couple’s 
total  income  does  not  exceed 
$2,300. 

THE  LAW  defines  gross  income 
as  all  income  in  the  form  of 
money,  property,  or  service  that  is 
not  expressly  exempted  from  tax. 
Included  as  taxable  income  are 
alimony,  awards,  back  pay, 
bonuses,  breach  of  contract 
damages,  debts,  forgiven, 
dividends,  estate  and  trust 
income,  gain  from  sale  of 
property,  gambling  winnings, 
hobby  income,  mileage  allowance. 


military  pay,  prizes,  rewards, 
salaries,  tips,  travel  allowances, 
and  wages. 

Non-taxable  items  include 
accident  and  health  insurance 
proceeds,  gifts,  bequests, 
inheritances,  payments  to 
dependents  of  military  personnel, 
life  insurance  proceeds, 
scholarships  and  fellowship  grants, 
unemployment  compensation, 
Social  Security  payments,  and 
Veteran’s  benefits. 

Students  must  also  file  if  they 
received  tips  or  wage  income  in 
which  Social  Security  tax  was  not 
withheld,  even  if  the  total  gross 
income  is  less  than  $1,700. 
Students  who  were  in  business  for 
themselves,  such  as  door  to  door 
salesmen  or  neighborhood 
gardeners,  and  had  net  earnings  of 
$400  or  more  from  that  business 
must  also  file  a return.  They  may 
need  to  pay  both  income  and 
Social  Security  taxes. 

EMPLOYERS  have  until  Jan. 
31  to  send  out  Form  W-2,  the 
well-known  Wage  and  Tax 
Statement.  Work  on  the  1040 
form,  the  basic  individual  income 
tax  form,  can  then  begin. 

Figuring  the  year’s  income  tax 
can  be  a long  complicated  process 
and  may  involve  many  more 
forms  than  just  the  basic  1040. 
Many  different  tax  schedules  may 
need  to  be  consulted.  Dependent 
exemptions,  itemized  deductions, 
and  business  losses  all  come  into 
play  in  the  figuring.  The  figuring 


must  be  completed  and  the  return 
mailed  by  April  15. 

Assistance  in  computing  the  tax 
may  be  obtained  from  any  IRS 
office  or  calling  a toll  free  number 
800-662-5370. 

Dependent  Exemptions  will  be 
$675  this  year  instead  of  $650  as 
originally  scheduled.  This  change 
is  part  of  President  Nixon’s  tax 
relief  program  to  stimulate  the 
economy.  Itemized  deductions 
can  include  medical  expenses  not 
reimbursed,  state  and  local 
income,  property,  sales,  and 
gasoline  taxes,  charitable 
contributions,  and.  interest  paid 
on  debts. 

A married  couple  can  file  a joint 
return  even  if  one  spouse  had  no 
income.  A joint  return  usually 
results  in  less  tax.  A couple  can 
file  a joint  return  if  married 
anytime  during  the  year. 
“However,”  warned  Doug  Lamb 
of  the  Provo  office  of  the  IRS, 
“make  sure  your  parents  don’t 
claim  you  as  dependents  if  you 
do.”  He  noted  that  many  times  it 
is  more  advantageous  to  have 
parents  claim  children,  married 
during  the  year. 

“A  PARENT  can  claim  an 
exemption  on  his  college  son  or 
daughter,”  added  Lamb,  “if  he  or 
she  is  a full-time  student  and  the 
parent  provides  for  more  than  half 
his  support.”  If  a child  1 9 or  over, 
is  not  a full  time  student,  and  has 
a gross  income  of  at  least  $675, 
then  a parent  cannot  claim  him. 
Scholarships  are  not  considered  in 
determining  the  student’s  total 
support. 

Any  child  born  during  the  year 
even  if  he  lives  but  a few  seconds 
can  be  claimed  as  an  exemption 
for  the  entire  year. 


Exempt 

myself? 

Should  I claim  myself  as  an 
exemption? 

Yes,  less  will  be  subtracted  from 
your  paycheck.  Claiming  no 
exemptions  may  allow  the 
government  to  save  your  money  for 
you  but  at  no  interest  and  subject 
to  inflation. 

Can  I also  be  a dependent  on  my 
father's  tax  form? 

Yes,  (1)  If  you  are  18  or  under 
and  your  father  has  contributed 
over  half  of  your  support. 

(2)  If  you  are  19  or  over,  a 
full-time  student,  and  your  father 
has  contributed  over  half  of  your 
support.  If  you  are  not  a full-time 
student  and  you  earned  over  $675, 
your  father  cannot  claim  you. 

If  you  marry  during  the  year,  you 
cannot  be  exempted  by  your  father 
if  you  are  claimed  as  a dependent 
on  your  joint  return. 


Lamb  commented  that  the  most 
common  errors  are  reading  the  tax 
tables  incorrectly  and 
mathematical  errors.  When  the 
return  is  sent  into  the  IRS,  a 
computer  corrects  it,  and  the 
taxpayer  is  promptly  notified. 

The  federal  income  tax  system 
depends  upon  the  honesty  of  the 
individual  taxpayers.  Voluntary 
compliance  with  the  law  and 
self-assessment  are  the  two  basic 
aspects  of  the  federal  income  tax 
system.  Voluntary  compliance 
places  the  responsibility  for  filing 
a return  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
taxpayers.  Self-assessment 
requires  that  they  determine  the 
amount  of  tax  they  owe  the 
government  for  the  entire  year.

“I  don’t  remember  what 
happened.  I think  I blacked  out  as 
soon  as  I went  over  the  cliff,” 
recalled  Mike  Hetzel,  recovering  in 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  after  a 
hair-raising  tumble  from  the  cliffs 
of  ‘Y’  Mountain  last  week. 

Hetzel  missed  a lot  of  excitment 
as  he  plunged  over  100  feet  to  a 
ledge  and  rolled  an  additional  65 
feet  to  the  base  of  the  cliff. 

The  Wisconsin  freshman  and  a 
friend  Gary  Wojonski  scaled  the 
mountain  Monday  morning  and, 
after  hiking  around  the  east  side 
and  finding  it  knee-deep  in  snow,- 
decided  to  descend  by  the  west 
side.  Hetzel  was  leading  the  way 
when  they  found  their  path 
blocked  by  a cliff. 

“We  saw  the  cliff  and  stopped. 
There  was  no  way  to  get  down 
there  so  we  were  going  to  work 
our  way  around  the  top  of  the 
cliff  where  we  could  get  down. 
My  foot  slid  on  the  snow  and  I 
slipped  over  the  cliff,”  Hetzel 
said. 


WOJONSKI  watched  as  his 
companion  plummeted  out  of 
sight  and  then  he  attempted  to 
backtrack  up  the  mountain.  His 
efforts  to  avoid  the  cliff  left  him 
stranded  on  another  ledge.  “He 
decided  he  couldn’t  get  down  so 
he  just  crawled  in  a hole  until 
someone  found  him,”  said  his 
hiking  companion. 

Hetzel  lay  unconscious  for  more 
than  an  hour  at  the  foot  of  the 
cliff.  “Wow.  I must  have  been 
lucky,”  he  said  after  sustaining 
only  cuts  and  bruises.  “When  1 
first  fell  over  the  cliff  I thought, 
‘this  is  it.’” 

Still  in  a daze,  Hetzel  built  a fire 
with  the  intent  of  spending  the 
night  on  the  mountain.  “After  a 
while  I realized  it  wouldn’t  hold 
me  and  I had  to  get  down.” 

He  set  his  sights  on  Cedarcrest 
Apartments  at  the  foot  of  the 
mountain  and  began  a stumbling 
descent.  One  of  his  shoes  was  lost 
during  the  fall  and  “I  put  on  a 
rubber  overshoe  that  was  on  my 
back  pack.  I guess  that  came  off 
too,  later,”  he  recounted.  A trail 
of  red  footprints  marks  Hazel’s 
arrival  at  the  Cedarcrest  sidewalks. 


“I  walked  the  skin  right  off  the 
sole  of  my  foot,”  he  said 
matter-of-factly. 

APPROXIMATELY  five  hours 
after  his  fall,  Hetzel  knocked  on 
the  door  of  Dick  Wood,  former 
ASBYU  Social  Vice-President. 
“He  looked  pretty  weird,”  recalls 
Wood,  who  took  Hetzel  to  the 
Health  Center.  An  immediate 
search  was  launched  for  Wojonski. 
Officials  stated  that  the  rapidly 
falling  temperatures  on  the  slopes 
could  prove  dangerous  for  the 
missing  climber. 

A spotlight  trained  on  the  cliffs 
followed  the  search  party  until 
approximately  2:30  a.m.  on 
Tuesday  when  Wojonski  was 
located. 

“Our  Bishop  was  the  first  to 
have  voice  contact  with  him,”  said 
Hetzel.  Wojonski  was  helped 
down  the  mountain  while  a 
smattering  of  students  clustered  at 
the  spotlight  scanned  the  lighted 
area.  The  hiker  was  treated  for 
exposure  and  released. 

Hetzel  summed  up  his  hiking 
plans  for  the  future.  “I  don’t 
think  my  parents  are  for  it  too 
much.”

On  week-ends  they  played  all  the 
small  towns  in  the  area  and  made 
quite  a name  for  themselves.  Their 
first  record  “Lazy  Man”  was  an 
immediate  hit  in  the  Houston  area 
and  was  quickly  followed  by 
several  more  local  hits. 

Sceptor  Records  signed  B.J. 
Thomas  in  1966  and  his  first 
record  for*  the  New  York  based 
label  was  the  million  seller,  “I’m 
So  Lonesome  I Could  Cry.” 

B.J.  was  chosen  by  Burt 
Bacharach  and  Hal  David  to  sing 
their  tune,  “Raindrops  Keep 
Failin’  On  My  Head,”  in  the  Paul 
Newman  film,  “Butch  Cassidy  and 
the  Sundance  Kid.” 

Since  then,  “Raindrops”  has 
sold  over  three  million  copies,  and 
was  the  number  one  record  in  the 
country,  winning  also  an  Oscar  for

The  week  long  trip  to 
Washington  will  include  a tour  of 
New  York  City  and  a visit  with 
United  Nations  officials.  At  the 


White  House,  members  of  the 
Report  to  the  President  delegation 
will  present  Nixon  with  an 
honorary  membership  card.  The 
group  will  also  meet  with  Cabinet 
members  and  labor  leaders  and 
will  be  honored  at  the  traditional 
Congressional  Breakfast. 

Operation  Reach,  a drug 
preventative  program  that  will  be 
discussed  with  Nixon,  is  one  of 
the  most  relevent  issues  in  the 
BSA.

He  added  that  the  improved 
Scouting  Program  will  help  to 
make  Scouting  more  relevant 
today  by  moving  programs  into 
slum  and  ghetto  areas  instead  of 
concentrating  programs  on  ifie 
protestant  American  majority 
group.

Graduate  designs 
moonmobile 


WHEN  American  astronauts 
drive  the  Lunar  Roving  Vehicle 
for  explorations  on  the  Moon  in 
April,  Earl  Houtz  would  love  to 
be  their  chauffeur. 

But  Houtz,  a former  BYU 
student  and  considered  the 
“father”  of  the  Rover,  will  have 
to  take  a back  seat  back  on  earth. 

A native  of  Helper  who  grew  up 
in  Provo,  Houtz  had  attended 
BYU  about  two  years  when  the 
Boeing  Company  in  Seattle  asked 
him  to  join  their  firm  in 
December  1941  as  a mechanical 
design  and  liasion  engineer  on  the 
XB-29  bomber  program.  He  took 
a leave  of  absence  in  1944  to  serve 
with  the  Army  in  the  Philippines 
where  he  received  two  Bronze 
Stars. 

AFTER  returning  to  Boeing 
two  years  later  and  .working  on 
various  aircraft,  the  former  Utahn 
was  moved  to  the  company’s 
missile  division  where  he  had 
design  responsibilities  for 
Minuteman  and  Bomarc  missile 
test  equipment.  He  also  helped 
develop  the  company’s  conceptual 
design  of  the  Army’s  multiple 
artillery  rocket  systems  (MARS). 

In  1962  at  Huntsville,  Ala., 
Houtz  assumed  design 
responsibility  for  the  mechanical 
ground  support  equipment  used 
with  the  first  stage  booster  of  the 
Saturn  V rocket. 

THE  COMPANY  then  assigned 
him  to  Cape  Kennedy  in  1966  to 
supervise  the  technical  and 
administrative  activities  associated 
with  the  Saturn  program.  Two 
years  later  he  was  named  Saturn  V 
launch  readiness  assurance 
manager,  responsible  for  total 
technical  assessment  before 
clearing  blastoff. 

In  June  1970,  Mr.  Houtz  was 
named  program  manager  of  the 
Lunar  Roving  Vehicle  program 
now  operating  at  the  Kent  Space 
Center  in  Seattle.  In  August  he 
accepted  another  fop  secret 
assignment  in  the  Aerospace 
Group. 

The  Rover’s  “father”  recently 
received  NASA’s  Public  Service 
Award,  highest  given  in  the  space 
program,  from  Dr.  James  C. 
Fletcher;  NASA  administrator  and 
also  a former  BYU  student. 

HOUTZ  also  received  the 
Astronaut’s  Snoopy  Award  and  a 
letter  of  thanks  from  Jim  Irwin, 
driver  of  the  vehicle  on  the  moon. 
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In  the  April  moon  landing  by 
Apollo  16,  astronauts  John  W. 
Young  and  Charles  M.  Duke  will 
drive  the  Rover  on  three  7-hpur 
trips  to  explore  the  Descartes 
area.  They  will  also  place  another 
scientific  experiment  station  on 
the  lunar  surface  and  conduct  a 
series  of  experiments  from  lunar 
orbit  and  during  transluner  and 
transearth  flight. 

BECAUSE  of  the  successful 
performance  of  the  first  Rover 
during  the  Apollo  15  mission  in 
August,  no  major  changes  have 
been  made  to  Rover  2.  A slig 
problem  with  front  steering  that 
occurred  during  the  first  traverse 
is  not  expected  to  reoccur,  but 
the  two  steering  motors  have  been 
replaced  with  spare  motors  as  a 
precaution. 
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Book  released 
by  Allen 

A new  book  on  interior  design, 
‘‘Beginnings  of  Interior 
Environment”  by  Phyllis  Sloan 
Allen,  has  just  been  released  by 
the  BYU  Press. 

The  author  is  presently  a private 
consultant  as  well  as  instructor  in 
interior  design  at  BYU.  A 
graduate  of  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley,  Mrs.  Allen 
has  worked  as  an  interior  designer, 
has  directed  student  groups  in 
interior  design  in  France  and 
England. 
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Wilkinson  to  head  history  project 


Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  former 
president  of  BYU,  has  been 
appointed  director  of  the  BYU 
Centennial  History  Project  and 
editor  of  the  Centennial  History 
of  BYU,  it  was  announced 
recently  by  President  Dallin  H. 
Oaks. 

The  University  will  be  100  years 
old  in  1975,  and  publication  of 
the  official  history  will  be  a major 
part  of  the  year-long  observance 
scheduled  for  the  1975-76 
academic  year. 

Dr.  Wilkinson,  who  himself 
made  20  years  (1951-71)  of  the 
University’s  history  at  the  helm 
during  its  most  dramatic  growth, 
will  spend  a majority  of  his  time 
supervising  the  history  project, 
President  Oaks  said.  He  also  will 
continue  to  function  as  adviser  to 
the  new  J.  Reuben  Clark  College 
of  Law  and  in  assisting  the 
University’s  fund  raising  efforts. 

The  history  research  and  writing 
committee  appointed  to  assist  Dr. 
Wilkinson  includes  Edwin 
Butterworth,  director  of  BYU 
press  relations  for  23  years;  Dr. 
James  R.  Clark,  professor  of 
religious  instruction,  who  has  two 
degrees  in  history  and  who  has 
been  a BYU  faculty  member  since 
1938;  Dr.  LeRoy  R.  Hafen, 


professor  emeritus  of  history, 
former  state  historian  of  Colorado 
for  30  years  and  author  or 
co-author  of  40  books;  Ernest  L. 
Olson,  director  of  the  University 
Press;  Hollis  Scott,  archivist  with 
the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Jr.  Library; 
and  W.  Cleon  Skousen,  associate 
professor  of  religious  instruction 
and  author  of  a number  of  books 
on  religion,  history  and  politics. 

Although  the  University 
Archives,  News  Bureau,  and  other 
offices  on  campus  contain 
extensive  information,  Dr. 
Wilkinson  urged  alumni  and 
friends  of  BYU  to  supply  any 
photographs  or  historical  items 
which  might  help  to  make  a more 
complete  history. 

At  the  same  time,  President 
Oaks  requested  that  the  deans  of 
all  colleges  and  the  chairman  of  all 
departments  on  campus  give  full 
cooperation  to  the  Committee, 
especially  by  gathering  and 
supplying  historical  information 
on  their  respective  areas. 

Part  of  the  research  task  of  the 
committee  will  be  to  interview 
many  knowledgeable  persons  who 
can  supply  historical  details. 

The  University  started  as 
Brigham  Young  Academy  on  Oct. 
16,  1875,  when  Brigham  Young, 


second  LDS  Church  president  and 
colonizer  of  the  West,  signed  a 
deed  of  trust  setting  up  the  school 
in  Provo.  The  first  president  was 
Warren  N.  Dusenberry,  who  soon 
left  the  post  to  enter  law  practice.

Over-eaters  waist  food

Fed  up  with  fat? 

So  are  insurance  companies. 
According  to  research  conducted 
by  them,  the  ever-expanding 
population  of  over  30  million  fat 
Americans  are  a very  weighty  risk. 

They  report  that  those  who  are 
overweight  and  would  rather  “die 
than  diet”  get  their  wish.  Findings 
show  that  if  a person  is  slightly 
overweight  (5-10  pounds)  he  has 
an  excess  mortality  rate  of  16  per 
cent  over  that  of  a person  of 
normal  weight. 

The  figures  gradually  increase  to 
the  obese  (40  pounds  and  over) 
who  have  a mortality  rate  1 1 5 per 
cent  over  that  of  a normal  weight 
person. 

These  stowaways  also  do  not 
tolerate  illness  as  well  as  normal 
weight  persons  and  surgery  is 
much  more  hazardous.  Also,  they 
risk  diabetes,  heart  trouble,  and 
artery  diseases  when  they  are 
older,  according  to  Nadine 
Kimball,  an  R.  N.  at  the  BYU 
Health  Center. 

MRS.  KIMBALL  said  that  there 
are  “very  few  people  with 
glandular  problems”  as  the  reason 
for  their  fat.  Most  people  “eat 


poor  eating  habits.  Mothers  make 
them  clean  up  their  plates  in 
deference  to  the  “starving 
children  of  China.”  Now  students 
still  feel  as  if  they  have  to  eat 
what  they’ve  paid  for,  she 
reported. 

Institutional  foods,  or  those 
served  in  school  cafeterias,  rarely 
cause  problems  in  and  of  their 
selection.  “You  can  get  a well 
balanced  diet  here,”  said  Mrs. 
Kimball,  “but  most  students  only 
pick  the  starchy  foods  because 
they  know  it  will  fill  them  up.” 

SEVERAL  SCHOOLS  have 
solved  this  with  the  installation  of 
diet  bars  within  the  cafeteria 
where  only  salads,  meat  and  other 
non-fat  food  items  are  for  sale, 
she  reported.  Some  schools  “even 
list  how  many  calories  each  item 
is  on  the  menu,’’  said  Mrs. 
Kimball. 

She  warned  against  “nervous 
nibblers,”  particularly  those 
residing  in  dorms.  If  students 
could  fix  carrot  sticks  and  celery 
stalks  to  eat,  she  said,  they  would 
be  far  better  off  fat-wise. 

Speaking  on  diets,  Nurse 
Kimball  said  the  Health  Center 
does  not  give  medication  for 
dieters.  “We’ve  found  that  when

because  they  don’t  know  what 
else  to  do.” 

Another  reason  she  listed  as 
being  a cause  of  overweight 
students  was  that  they  were 
“under  stress  emotionally.”  This 
is  attributable  to  childhood. 

When  a small  child  is  hurt  he  is 
given  a cookie  to  make  him  feel 
better.  When  a child  cries,  candy 
is  a quick  remedy  for  the  sobs. 
Therefore  when  the  child  is  grown 
and  finds  himself  sad  or 
depressed,  he  often  finds  himself 
at  the  refrigerator  door.  “It’s  just 
satisfying,”  said  Mrs.  Kimball. 

Also  a product  of  younger 
years,  she  said,  are  many  students’ 
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students  go  off  medication,  they 
go  off  the  diet,”  she  asserted. 

Instead,  BYU  offers  a 
non-credit  “course”  in  dieting 
which  meets  once  a week  for  a 
semester.  Two  groups  will  be 
instituted  this  semester  with  one 
meeting  Mondays  at  12  noon  and 
another  Thursdays  at  12  noon. 
According  to  one  teacher,  the 
class  discovers  why  individuals 
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The  nervous  nibbler:  no  weigh  to  go 


cannot  lose  weight  and  helps  them 
by  counseling  and  a weekly 
weigh-in. 

A “crash  course”  in  dieting 
would  be  Survival  480,  according 
to  another  professor.  Students 
have  lost  as  much  as  30  pounds  on 
the  29-day  stint  in  the  desert. 

“They’re  going  to  be  hungry,” 
said  Mrs.  Kimball  of  anyone  who 
diets.  And  they  can’t  diet 
religiously —one  day  a week. 
Because  of  this,  the  student  must 
“have  the  incentive  to  diet 
himself.”

Army  ROTC  draws  freshmen 


Male  freshmen  students  and 
students  who  have  undergraduate 
and  graduate  programs  at  BYU 
that  will  leave  them  in  school  for 
three  and  one-half  years  or  more 
are  eligible  to  enroll  in  Army 
ROTC  beginning  with  the  new 
semester. 

By  enrolling  in  Military  Science 
13  1 which  compresses  the 


classroom  instruction  for  the 
entire  first  year  of  ROTC  into  one 
semester,  a student  is  then  eligible 
for  a draft  deferement  which 
remains  in  effect  as  long  as  he  is 
enrolled  in  ROTC. 

Students  enrolled  in  ROTC  are 
supplied  their  uniforms  and 
textbooks,  and  in  the  final  two 
years  of  the  program  are  payed  a 


$100  monthly  subsistence 
allowance. 

ROTC  program  enrollment  may 
be  interrupted  for  a LDS  mission 
and  students  may  transfer  their 
enrollment  to  the  more  than  250 
colleges  and  universities  in  the 
United  States  that  offer  the  Army 
ROTC  program. 


Q.  My  lease  will  not  expire  until  June  1 . Can  my  landlord  increase  my 
rent  before  that  date? 

A.  No.  Rentals  under  lease  cannot  be  increased  until  the  lease  expires 
or  comes  up  for  renewal. 

Q.  When  I renewed  my  six-month  lease  last  November,  my  landlord 
increased  my  rent  because  of  the  10  per  cent  rule  in  effect  before  Dec. 
29.  Does  my  landlord  have  to  roll  back  the  increase? 

A.  No.  Where  because  of  the  old  rent  rules  in  effect  before  Dec;  29,  a 
landlord  raised  rent  on  a lease  longer  than  a month,  he  does  not  have  to 
roll  back  the  increase. 

Q.  Where  can  I get  forms  to  report  wage  and  salary  increases  to  the 
Pay  Board? 

A.  Forms  PB-1  and  PB-2  may  be  picked  up  at  the  local  Service  and 
Compliance  Centers  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Instructions  for 
filling  out  these  forms  are  contained  within  the  form. 

Q.  How  does  a consumer  use  a retailer’s  base  price  to  determine  if 
there  has-been  a price  violation? 

A.  You  should  compare  the  current  price  of  an  item  with  the  base 
price,  i.e.,  the  amount  charged  during  the  freeze  period.  If  there  has 
been  an  increase,  you  may  want  to  ask  the  manager  to  explain  to  you 
why  the  price  of  the  product  has  increased.  You  may  be  satisfied  from 
his  explanation  that  the  increase  is  permissible,  because  increases  are 
permitted  to  reflect  manufacturer’s  and  other  costs.  However,  if  you 
are  not  satisfeid  with  his  explanation,  call  your  local  Internal  Revenue 
Service  office. 

Q.  I’m  a small  retailer  doing  less  than  $100,000  worth  of  business  a 
year.  I have  a sign  on  the  wall  of  my  store  telling  customers  that  base 
price  information  is  available.  Isn’t  that  enough  to  satisfy  the  posting 
requirements? 

A.  No.  The  base  price  of  your  top  40  items  or  those 'products  which 
accounted  for  50  per  cent  of  your  total  dollar  sales  volume  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  must  be  posted  prominently  in  your  store.  (Retailers 
with  sales  of  $100,000  or  more  a year  must  post  these  prices  in  each 
department  and  must  post  the  base  prices  for  food  and  food-related 
products.)  The  important  tiling  to  remember  is  that  the  base  price  lists 
must  be  easily  accessible  to  the  customer  and  must  not  require  him  to 
ask  a store  employee  for  access  to  the  information. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  all  retailers  must  prominently  display,  on 
each  floor  of  their  establishments,  at  least  one  sign  (minimum  size  22” 
x 28”)  announcing  the  availability  of  base  price  information  for  all 
items  that  are  not  posted  or  required  to  be  posted.  Base  Price 
Information  Request  Forms  must  be  available  in  at  least  one  location 
on  each  selling  floor  of  the  establishment  and  the  retailer  must  respond 
in  writing  to  such  written  requests  within  48  hours  after  the  request  is 
received. 

Q.  Can  a retailer  post  his  base  prices  in  book  form? 

A.  Yes,  as  long  as  the  book  is  prominently  displayed. 

Q.  What  constitutes  a “department” . as  far  as  retail  posting 
regulations  are  concerned? 

A.  A department  is  the  organizational  unit  customarily  treated  by  the 
seller  as  a department.

Hudspeth 

Texas-El  Paso  will  be  Tommy 
Hudspeth’s  new  home.  The  BYU 
head  football  coach  resigned  his 
coaching  and  administrative  post 
at  BYU,  and  will  now  be  the 
offensive  backfield  mentor  for 
UTEP. 

Hudspeth’s  resignation  as  head 
football  coach  at  BYU  came  as  a 
complete  surprise  to  Cougar 
football  fans.  The  move  came  on 
Jan.  23,  and  was  formally 
announced  by  university  officials 
following  the  BYU-Utah  State 
basketball  game. 

“I  decided  that  it  was  time  for 
me  to  make  a change;”  said  Coach 
Hudspeth.  Hudspeth  would  not 
elaborate  further  on.  reasons  for 
his  resignation,  saying,  “it’s  my 
decision,  and  I want  to  stick  with 
it.” 

In  his  eight  seasons  at  BYU, 
Hudspeth  posted  a 39-42  record. 
The  Cougars  finished  the  1971 
season  with  a 5-6  mark,  and  tied 
for  fourth  in  the  conference 
standings. 

Hudspeth  is  credited  with 
greatly  improving  the  football 


reputation  of  BYU.  Before  his 
tenure  as  head  coach,  Cougar 
football  teams  had  posted  a 
lackluster  35-90  mark  over  a 15 
year  span. 

Under  his  leadership,  the  Cats 
recorded  their  first  and  only 
conference  championship,  and 
also  notched  a second  and  two 
third  place  loop  finishes. 

The  resignation  was  as  big  a 
shock  to  the  players  on  the 
Cougar  squad  as  it  was  to  the  fans. 
Dan  Hansen,  BYU  safety  said,  “A 
few  days  before  his  resignation, 
Coach  Hudspeth  had  a team 
meeting  where  he  discussed 
registration  and  coming  events.  He 
conducted  all  his  activities  as  if  he 
planned  on  continuing  as  football 
coach.  The  move  was  a big 
surprise  to  me  and  the  rest  of  the 
players.” 

Athletic  Director  Stan  Watts 
commended  Hudspeth  for  his 
contributions  to  BYU  football, 
saying,  “Tom  helped  improve  our 
football  program.  We  are  sorry  to 
see  him  go,  but  I’m  sure  that  he 
will  succeed  in  all  he  does.” 


Hudspeth  came  to  BYU  from 
professional  football  ranks  where 
he  served  as  an  assistant  coach  of 
the  Calgary  Stampeders.  He  also 
coached  at  his  alma  mater,  Tulsa 
University,  as  freshman  and 
defensive  back  coach. 

In  college,  Tommy  was  captain 
of  the  Tulsa  team  in  1952,  and  as 
a quarterback  and  defensive  half 
he  led  the  Hurricanes  into  the 
Gater  Bowl  that  year. 

Aside  from  his  coaching  duties 
at  Cougarville,  coach  Hudspeth 
has  also  served  as  assistant  athletic 
director  for  the  past  three  years. 
He  and  his  wife,  Ruth  Ann,  have 
been  active  in  Provo  area 
community  and  civic  affairs 
activities  since  their  arrival  at 
BYU.  The  Hudspeths  have  three 
children,  Max,  15,  Phil,  13,  and 
Melissa,  4. 

Tom’s  chief  assistant,  La  Veil 
Edwards,  will  now  serve  as  the 
head  coach  at  BYU.  For

Wyoming  coach  Bill  Strannigan 
thought  he  had  figured  how  his 
Cowboys  could  get  past  BYU  in 
their  WAC  tilt  at  Laramie 
Saturday  night.  It  would  be  just  a 
simple  matter  of  bottling  up  the 
explosive  scoring  punch  generated 
by  Cougar’s  Kresimir  Coxic  and 
Bernie  Fryer. 

Strannigan ’s  Pokes  did  just  that. 
They  held  the  BYU  scoring 
leaders  to  20  points,  23  below 
their  average.  But  the  Cougars 
meanwhile  shifted  the  shooting 
spotlight  to  a new  scoring  trio, 
Doug  Richards,  Phil  Tollestrup 
and  Jay  Bunker,  who  rippled  the 
nets  for  56  points  to  coast  the 
Cats  to  an  easy  101-74  conference 
road  win  over  the  Cowboys. 

The  win  gives  BYU  a 15-2 
season  record,  the  best  cage 
won-lost  mark  since  1941,  and 
places  them  firmly  atop  the  WAC 
heap  with  a perfect  5-0  record. 
Wyoming  lodged  themselves 
firmly  in  the  conference  cellar 
with  the  loss,  with  a 1-6  mark. 
Closest  to  the  Cats  are  New 
Mexico  and  UTEP,  with  identical 
3-2  records. 

BYU  managed  a fine  54  per 
cent  from  the  field  in  shooting 
down  the  Cowboys  before  3,656 
home  town  fans.  After  the  score 
was  knotted  at  6-6  the  Cougars 
took  charge  and  never  let  up. 

Cosic  ran  into  early  foul  trouble 
in  the  first  half  and  was 
necessarily  benched.  His 
replacement,  Jay  Bunker,  came  in 
and  did  a minuteman  job  on  the 
Poke  defense,  ripping  them  for  13 
points  by  half-time.  The  6-8 
junior’s  14  points  for  the  evening 
is  a personal  season  high. 

Doug  Richards  also  notched  a 
season,  and  career,  scoring  high  as 
the  sharpshooting  sophomore 
pumped  in  21  points.  Senior 
forward  Phil  Tollestrup  also 
collected  21  counters. 

Leading  the  Cowboy  charge  was 
sophomore  Bruno  Konopka. 
Konopka  didn’t  start,  but  still 
scored  16  points  with  some  fancy 
shooting.  Ted  Roney,  Ken  Randle 
and  Rod  Penner  scored  1 1 apiece 
for  Wyoming.  Penner,  6-9  center, 
left  the  game  via  five  fouls  for  the 
8th  time  this  season.  He’s  played 
17  games. 

The  win  gives  BYU  an  eight 
game  winning  streak.  Since  the 
semester  break  they’ve  blitzed 
Utah  State,  101-82,  Athletes  in 
Action,  109-59,  CSU,  75-68  and 
Wyoming,  101-74. 

“We  can’t  afford  to  let  up 
now,”  commented  Stan  Watts 
after  the  successful  road  trip 
sweep.  “However,  I think  the 
team  is  improving.

Tommy  Hudspeth  loves  football.  The  only  thing  he  likes  better  than 
football  is  winning  at  football.  He  hates  to  lose. 

While  I was  in  his  office  one  day,  Tom  told  me  about  his  prep 
football  days,  when  he  and  his  older  brother  were  both  starting  gridders 
on  the  Afton,  Okla.  eleven.  Tommy  was  a sophomore  and  his  brother 
was  a senior.  “After  every  game,  my  dad  would  sit  my  brother  and  me 
down  on  the  piano  bench,”  Tommy  said,  “and  he  would  analyze  our 
play  in  the  game.  Our  dad.  was  our  most  exacting  critic,  and  he 
expected  us  to  do  well.”  Tom’s  father  liked  to  see  his  sons  play  well 
and  most  of  all,  to  win.  Tom  inherited  this  winning  drive  from  his 
father. 

Throughout  his  years  at  BYU,  Coach  Hudspeth  has  been  called  a 
“poor  loser”  by  his  critics.  Many  times  Tom  told  me,  “I’m  a poor  loser. 
I admit  it.”  Tommy  had  a tough  taskmaster  in  his  father  as  he  grew  up, 
and  he  expected  his  players  to  win  and  eliminate  mistakes,  like  a father 
expects  the  best  from  his  sons. 

So,  Tom’s  problem,  if  he  really  had  one,  was  containing  his 
disappointment  after  a loss.  Nobody  dislikes  costly  mistakes  like 
Tommy  does. 

Surveying  the  record,  these  facts  stand  out: 

Fact:  Tom  Hudspeth  brought  BYU  its  best  years  in  football.  In  the 
1 5 years  preceeding  his  stewardship  as  head  coach,  BYU  teams  posted  a 
dismal  35-90  won-loss  record.  During  these  years,  the  Cougars  broke 
the  .500  mark  only  three  times,  and  the  best  BYU  performance  for  a 
season  was  6-3-1  in  1951. 

Fact:.  Under  coach  Hudspeth,  BYU  won  its  first  and  only  league 
championship.  The  Cats  also  tallied  one  second  and  two  third  place 
finishes. 

Fact:  Tom  Hudspeth  was  the  only  BYU  head  coach  to  train  players 
that  eventually  made  it  to  the  pros.  Virgil  Carter  and  Chris 
Farasopoulos  both  have  done  well  in  professional  ball,  and  several 
members  of  this  year’s  team  are  expected  to  fare  well  in  the 
professional  grid  ranks. 

Fact:  During  the  Hudspeth  years,  BYU  football  was  known  as  wide 
open,  exciting  action.  Four  times  during  this  period,  the  Cats  were 
ranked  among  the  top  teams  in  the  nation  on  offense,  and  twice  their 
defensive  play  was  listed  among  the  top  20.  In  1965,  Tommy  was 
honored  as  the  Rocky  Mountain  Coach  of  the  Year  by  Coach  and 
Athlete  Magazine. 

In  talking  with  Tommy  after  his  resignation,  he  made  several 
interesting  observations  about  his  years  at  BYU.  “My  associations  and 
friendships  here  at  BYU  have  been  tremendous.  I would  just  like  to 
thank  all  the  people  in  Provo  for  all  the  ‘niceties’  they  have  extended  to 
me  and  my  family.  This  is  a great  school,  a great  community,  and  a 
great  part  of  the  country.” 

Coach  Hudspeth  praised  the  BYU  studentbody,  saying,  “We  have  a 
great  bunch  of  students  at  BYU.  They  always  stuck  with  us,  win  or 
lose.  They  were  understanding  of  our  problems,  and  never  too 
demanding.  I wish  them  the  very  best.” 

“It  would  be  difficult  for  me  to  point  out  one  highlight  of  my  years 
at  BYU,”  Tommy  said.  “The  association  of  the  fine  players  was  a thrill 
for  me.  It  was  great  to  see  them  learn,  progress,  and  perform.”  My 
biggest  win  was  probably  this  year’s  25-6  victory  over  Tulsa.” 

Early  last  week,  Coach  Hudspeth  got  together  with  his  players  to  say 
good-bye.  “I  will  miss  them,”  he  said.  “I  have  a deep  personal  feeling 
for  them.  We  had  good  rapport.”  Tom  showed  me  the  farewell  gifts  the 
team  gave  him  and  said,  “These  really  mean  a lot  to  me.  I really 
appreciate  the  players’  thoughtfulness.” 

I asked  Tom  what  he’ll  miss  most  about  BYU.  “The  little  things,”  he 
said.  “Chatting  with  faithful  fans  that  always  showed  up  for  our 
practices,  seeing  01’  Chris  from  Chris’s  Conoco  jump  the  fence  every 
day  to  watch  us  practice,  chatting  with  Albert  Kirkpatrick  (a  local  fan 
who  hasn’t  missed  10  BYU  practices  in  the  last  eight  years).” 

Coach  Hudspeth  will  leave  later  this  week  to  commence  work  on  his 
new  job.  He  will  join  the  coaching  staff  at  Texas-El  Paso  as  offensive 
backfield  coach.  He  joins  his  good  friend  Bobby  Dobbs  at  UTEP. 

The  Hudspeth  family  will  join  Tommy  as  soon  as  the  Provo  High 
School  basketball  season  ends.  Tom’s  oldest  son,  Max,  is  a standout  on 
the  Provo  hardwood  five.  Max  will  finish  his  sophomore  play  and  then 
Tom’s  wife  Ruth  Ann,  and  the  other  Hudspeth  children,  Phil,  13  and 
Melissa,  4,  will  also  depart  Provo. 

We  wish  the  Hudspeth  family  the  best.  Their  friends  will  miss  them.

Hoeger  leads  win 


Cougar  gymnasts  edge  Utes  again

Cougar  sophomore  Werner 
Hoeger  led  BYU’s  gymnasts  to  a 
151.7-144.9  victory  over  Utah 
Friday,  despite  a standout 
performance  by  the  Redskins’ 
Roger  Haldeman.  BYU’s  team 
depth  and  consistency  in  the 
compulsory  exercises  overcame 
Haldeman’s  win  of  four  of  six 
individual  titles.  • 

The  junior  from  Salt  Lake  took 
the  floor  exercises,  the  still  rings, 
the  parallel  bars,  the  highbar,  and 
accounted  for  over  one-third  of 
the  Utes’  points.  But  the  Cougars, 
with  Brian  Large  taking  the  side 
horse,  Greg  Ferrett  the  long  horse, 
and  Hoeger’s  strong  showing 
all-around,  shut  the  other 


Redskins  out  of  the  top  three 
places. 

Coach  La  Von  Johnson  said  he 
was  happy  with  his  team’s 
performance  after  the  six-week 
break  from  competition  for 
Christmas  and  finals.  Only  two 
mistakes  marred  the  Cougars’ 
successful  bid  for  a sixth  straight 
dual  meet  victory  over  the  Utes. 
BYU  has  lost  only  once  to  the 
Salt  Lake  team. 

One  dark  note  in  the  picture 
was  a pre-game  warmup  injury  to 
Dale  Cutler,  BYU’s  number  two 
man.  Cutler  hurt  an  ankle  on  the 
high  bar.  Tests  this  week  will 
determine  whether  the  ankle  is 
bruised  or  broken,  in  which  case 
Cutler  would  be  out  for  the 
season.  Injury-plagued  Cutler  had 


previously  torn  knee  cartilage  and 
was  about  to  return  to 
competition.  Wayne  Young 
replaced  him  in  the  Utah  meet 
and  finished  second  in  all-around.  r 

Coach  Johnson,  commenting  on 
the  win,  said  that  both  Hoeger 
and  Haldeman  were  among  the 
top  five  all-around  performers  in 
the  conference.  He  added  that  the 
1 8 year-old  Hoeger  should  win  the 
individual  title  next  year. 

Johnson  was  less  optimistic 
about  the  Cougar’s  title  hopes  this 
season.  Asked  if  he  predicted  a 
BYU  upset  of  favored  New 
Mexico,  Johnson  said,  “We’re 
pretty  good,  but  we’re  not  that r 
good.”  He  said  that  the  injury  to 
Cutler  could  have  serious  bearing 
on  the  title  picture.

Cat  wrestlers  win,  lose,  tie

When  you  get  right  down  to  it,  it’s  the  fans  that  rule  the  sporting 
world.  They  give  its  glitter,  its  glory,  its  glamour. 

I mean,  a little  game  of  two-on-two  down  at  the  gym  when  nobody’s 
watching  doesn’t  carry  quite  the  appeal  that  a match-up  does  when 
thousands  are  in  audience  for  the  action.  The  participants  enjoy  their 
play,  but,  mix  in  a generous  dose  of  fans  and  you’ve  really  got  a game. 

With  a WAC  loop  leader  and  a new  roost,  BYU  rooters  this  year  are 
having  a field-day.  The  Marriott  arena  has  accommodated  over  20,000 
in  almost  every  game  this  season.  Even  when  the  Athletes  in  Action 
visited  at  5 p.m.  on  a Monday,  close  to  14,000  attended. 

So  we’ve  got  fans  in  quantity.  How’s  the  quality? 

A few  observers  have  commented.  Jack  McKinney,  coach  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  Hawks,  the  team  BYU  beat  for  the  Cougar  Classic  title  Dec.  4, 
has  this  to  say  about  Provo’s  faithful,  “1  have  a refreshing  comment  on 
the  Brigham  Young  fans.  They  are  great  people  and  tremendous 
basketball  people.  They  appreciate  talent,  good  teams  and  great  plays. 
They  have  a religious  philosophy  that  is  offensive  to  many  black 
people.  But  twice  22,500  fans  gave  Mike  Bantom  standing  ovations. 
Once  when  he  left  the  game  and  once  when  he  received  his  watch.  It 
was  very  gratifying  to  Mike  and  to  myself.” 

McKinney’s  tribute  was  printed  in  a Philadelphia  newspaper,  in 
contrast  to  other  reports  on  the  sad  state  of  basketball  followers’ 
manners  in  many  of  the  nation’s  arenas. 

Recently  in  his  column  in  the  Arizona  Republic,  Bob  Eger,  veteran 
WAC  sportswriter,  offered  his  opinions  on  the  league’s  spectators.  Eger 
felt  himself  qualified  since  he’s  traveled  the  entire  WAC  circuit  and  seen 
all  the  fans  in  action. 

Bob  puts  the  fans  into  three  categories-enthusiasm,  knowledge  of 
the  game  and  manners.  BYU  followers  didn’t  do  bad  by  rating  two  blue 
ribbons  with  first  places  in  enthusiasm  and  manners.  In  the  knowledge 
category  BYU  placed  second,  with  Utah  in  the  top  spot. 

Here  is  how  Eger  rated  the  entire  league:  Enthusiasm;  1.  BYU,  2. 
New  Mexico,  3.  Utah,  4.  UTEP,  5.  Arizona,  6.  Wyoming,  7.  CSU,  8. 

’ ASU.  Knowledge;  1.  Utah,  2.  BYU,  3.  ASU,  4.  CSU,  5.  Arizona,  6. 
Wyoming,  7.  New  Mexico,  8.  UTEP.  Manners;  1 . BYU,  2.  Utah,  3.  ASU, 
, 4.  Wyoming,  5.  Arizona,  6.  CSU,  7.  New  Mexico,  8.  UTEP. 

Those  stats  are  a healthy  pat  on  the  back.  Especially  considering  the 
source  is  in  Sun  Devil  country. 

The  attitude  of  the  fans  over  the  years  has  been  a big  boost  to  all 
* BYU  athletics.  The  support  spirit  has  been  a major  factor  to  the 
Cougar’s  winning  ways.  According  to  Milton  F.  Hartvigsen,  dean  of  the 
BYU  Physical  Education  department,  “BYU  fans  are  unusually 
.,  excellent  in  their  support  and  enthusiasm.  All  through  the  years,  they 
have  been  more  consistent  in  displaying  their  enthusiasm  than  have  fans 
anywhere.  I’ve  been,  and  that  includes  all  sports.” 

Dean  Hartvigsen,  a former  coach,  stressed  the  importance  of  the  fans 
to  the  performers.  “They  give  athletes  courage  and  motivation  to 
perform  with  excellence,”  he  said.  “Often  they  won’t  let  the  athlete 
lose-they  urge  him  on.  A competitor  responds  very  much  to  this  type 
of  thing.” 

Probably  it’s  the  combination  of  a great  BYU  athletic  department 
with  a fine  fan  spirit  that  is  responsible  for  Cougar  sports  excellence. 
Similar  to  the  jockey  doing  well  because  the  horse  is.  That’s  the  way  it 
should  be. 

And  BYU  fans  have  gained  a reputation  in  the  process.  Respect  has 
been  earned.  While  some  schools  in  the  land  are  yelling  for 
abandonment  of  athletics,  due  to  apathy,  there  is  none  of  that  at  Provo. 
When  the  Cougars  play  basketball  at  home,  more  people  are  watching 
them  than  anywhere  else  in  the  world. 

So,  while  a lot  of  credit  for  this  year’s  roundball  success  must  go  to 
those  sweeping,  “wonder  how  they  go  in”  hook  shots  by  Kresimir 
Cosic,  as  well  as  the  brilliant  playing  by  the  entire  Cougar  cage 
team-the  fans  have  done  their  part. 

Rise  and  take  a bow  Cougar  fans-you’re  number  one.

“THE  CHALLENGE.”  echoed 
Ron.  “The  decision  was  all  mine. 

Every  ace  has  it’s 
ups  and  downs.” 

“The  school  is  so  conservative,” 
observed  Bennie.  “It’s  like  if  they 
told  you  to  wear  a tie  to  class, 
you  wouldn’t  do  it  because  you 
feel  like  you’ve  already  got  one 
on.” 

Ron  doesn’t  know  for  sure  if  he 
would  encourage  other  minority 
members  to  attend  BYU.  “They 
have  to  make  the  decision,”  he 
said.  “Once  you  decide  to  come 
here,  it’s  best  to  get  your  mind 
set.” 

- The  words  “racist  institution” 
haunts  the  BYU  campus.  They  are 
volatile,  ugly  words,  sure  to  draw 
a wounded  reaction.  Every  time 
they  are  spoken,  silent  shudder 
crosses  the  school.  Then  the 
words  fly,  the  defenses  build,  the 
soothing  of  the  conscience,  the 
retreat  to  righteousness.

“ATHLETICS  has  always  been 
good  to  the  black  man,”  is  a 
phrase  used  by  many  who  don’t 
understand.  This  railroad  from  the 
ghetto  draws  on  the  blackman’s 
muscles  and  speed  and  gives  him 
an  education. 

Right?  “In  a way,  yes,”  Ron 
answered  in  reference  to  feeling 
like  he  was  being  used  as  BYU’s 
token  black  man.  “If  somebody 
pops  the  question,  they  can  say 
‘Yes,  we’ve  got  blacks  too.’  ” 

On  minority  recruitment, 
Bennie  offered  a partial  solution. 
“Show  them  the  prejudices,”  he 
said.  Bennie  indicated  that  while 
he  was  being  recruited,  an 
inaccurate  picture  was  drawn  of 
the  school.  “After  you  get  here, 
it’s  a whole  different  story.” 

RACISM  IS  NOT  OVERT,  BUT 
IS  FELT. “If  they  were  personally 
ignorant  to  me,  I just  wouldn’t  let 
them  stand  there.  There’s  a lot  of 
ignorant  people  around.  I don’t 
let  them-  bother  me,”  revealed 
Bennie.  “I’m  going  to  treat  them 
like  I want  to  be  treated.” 

The  so'cial  life:  “Mine’s 
okay-could  be  better,”  said  Ron. 

“We  need  more  dances,”  he 
suggested. 

“Better  bands,”  added  Bennie. 

“Like  the  Temptatations.” 

“They  could  do  it,  they  got  the 
money.” 

But  The  Social  Life?  “Oh  you 
mean  like  taking  out  white 
chicks,”  Ron  helped  out. 

“They’re  sometimes  afraid,” 
Bennie  answered  forthrightly. 
“They  first  think,  ‘he’s  black.’ 
Then  they  think  about  what  their 
parents  will  say.  Then  they  will 
wonder  what’s  going  to  happen  if 
their  bishop  gets  a hold  of  them. 
People  are  too  narrow-minded. 
They  think  all  blacks  are  bad.  I 
don’t  ask  too  much  of  this  place.”

BENNIE  SMITH  is  bright, 
aware,  a pre-law  major.  Not  afraid 
to  speak  what  he  thinks.  Ron 
Knight,  loose,  likable,  a P.E. 
major  who  only  knows  that  he 
wants  to  go  back  to  Oklahoma 
after  graduating. 

“You  wonder  why  people  stare 
at  you  all  the  time,”  said  Bennie. 
“I  feel  like  I’ve  been  put  in  a 
showcase.” 

Ron  agreed,  and  said  something 
like  after  this  gets  published  we’d 
better  keep  the  car’s  motor 
running  because  we  may  need  to 
get  out  of  Provo  fast.

Well,  because  being  a black 
Mormon  I’d  feel  twice  as 
discriminated  against.  Like  if  Ron 
were  white.  On  Sunday  mornings 
he’d  get  up  and  go  to  Priesthood, 
and  I would  know  that  1 wouldn’t 
be  able  to  go  and  participate 
because  I can’t  hold  the 
priesthood.  I couldn’t  even  get 
married  in  the  temple.  It  would  be 
twice  as  bad.” 

“Color  shouldn’t  have  nothing 
to  do  with  it,”  summed  up  Ron. 

“Yeah,  you  know  someone 
around  here  hates  you  because 
you’re  black.” 

Hate.  A powerful  word.  Could 
it  be  that  Ron  and  Bennie  know 
it’s  power  better  than  we?  I hate 
you  because  you  are  different  and 
that  brings  a conflict  into  my  life 
and  I hate  conflicts  because  they 
make  me  feel  uneasy.  It’s  easy  to 
say  you  aren’t  a bigot,  and  a lot 


harder  to  prove  it.  Hate.  Does  the 
welder  know  what  he  really  has 
on  his  hands?  Playing  football, 
getting  an  education,  piecing 
together  a social  life,  and  trying 
not  to  let  ignorant,  insensitive 
people  and  the  hopeless  veneer  of 
skin  close  in  .on  you  forms  a 
pattern.  Still,  Ron  says,  “Yeah,  I 
think  I’d  do  the  same  thing  over 
again.” 

“Beauty  is  only  skin  deep,” 
Bennie  said.  “Someday  we’re 
going  to  all  have  to  live  together.” 

Why  not  today?

Anderson,  a sophomore,  has  been  a big  factor  in  the 
Cougar  cage  fortunes  this  season.  The  6-3  performer  from  Salt  Lake 
City  filled  an  important  void  at  forward  early  in  the  season  to  put  the 
Cats  back  on  the  winning  track.

ANDERSON  inspired  the  play.

I Playing  over  half  the  game  he 
t collected  seven  rebounds,  12 
1 points  and  six  assists  - leading  the 
I team  in  the  latter  statistic.  The 
1 forward  spot  was  filled. 

A more  relaxed  Stan  Watts 
(commented  postgame,  “We 
i heeded  some  shooting  help  at  that 
forward  slot.  Bill  plays  a lot  like 
i Steve  Kelly,  who  played  there  last 
year,  he  shoots  from  the  dribble 
well.  And  he  comes  to  play  ball.” 

Bill  Anderson  has  been  coming 
to  play  basketball  for  a long  time. 
“Ever  since  my  dad  handed  me  a 
ball  when  I was  eight  or  nine,”  he 
said.  He  enjoys  all  sports,  but 
basketball  seems  to  be  his  ace. 

AS  A PREP  at  Salt  Lake  City’s 
Skyline  High  School,  Anderson 
gained  all-America  status,  quite  a 
distinction  for  a player  in  the  less 
publicized  intermountain  west. 

College  recruiters  beat  a path  to 
the  Anderson  door  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  letters  of  intent  in  hand.  But 
Bill  chose  BYU  because,  as  he  put 
it,  “they  have  a great  basketball 
program  and  also  because  of  the 
Church.” 

Anderson  isn’t  limiting  himself 
to  athletic  excellence  while  at 


BYU.  His  long  range  goal  is  to  be 
a dentist.  Presently  he’s  pursuing  a 
pre-dentistry  major. 

IT’S  LIKELY  that  basketball  is 
the  main  topic  of  conversation 
around  Bill’s  Provo  apartment.  His 
roommates  include  Doug 
Richards,  Grig  Clawson  and  Greg 
Snow,  all  Cougar  basketballers. 

Anderson’s  basketball  style  is 
smooth  and  agile,  which  enables 
him  to  get  off  his  shots  from  a 
great  variety  of  positions.  His  deft 
passing  marks  him  as  a fine  assist 
player,  wi-th  moves  similar  to 
LSU’s  great  Pete  Maravich.  His 
coaches  agree  on  his  fine 
potential,  and  this  year’s 
experience  is  rapdily  defining  the 
sophomore’s  skills. 

AS  A FROSH  last  year  Belmont 


averaged  17.7  points  per  game  to 
lead  the  Kittens  in  scoring.  He 
shot  5 1 per  cent  from  the  field  for 
the  season.

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Grig  Clawson: 
redshirt  profile 

“I  have  to  take  practices  more 
seriously  than  most  of  the  guys. 
They  have  games  to  get  up  for.  All 
I have  is  practices.”  Those  are  the 
words  of  Grig  Clawson,  a redshirt. 
Clawson,  is  one  of  the  three 
Cougar  redshirts  this  year.  The 
other  two  are  Steve  Lackey  and 
Greg  Snow. 

What  does  it  mean  to  be  a 
“redshirt”?  It  simply  means  that 
an  athlete  “sits  out”  one  year  of 
competition,  and  seasons  himself 
for  an  opportunity  to  play  a 
better  quality  basketball. 
Redshirting  a year  also  gives  a 
player  the  opportunity  to  get 
more  playing  time  on  the  court 
when  he  does  play. 


Grig  Clawson 


“CLAWSON  is  too  fine  a player 
to  be  a second  stringer,”  said 
assistant  coach  Courtney 
Leishman.  “Many  days  during 
practice,  Grig  is  the  finest  guard 
on  the  floor,”  Leishman  added. 

Clawson  thinks  that  the 
redshirting  experience  will  be 
valuable  for  him.  “Redshirting 
will  give  me  a year  to  improve, 
and  it  ought  to  pay  off.  I want  to 
play  three  good,  full  varsity 
seasons,”  he  said. 

“THIS  YEAR,  1 make  my 
contribution  by  getting  the  first 
team  up  for  their  games,”  Grig 
says.  “It’s  kinda  tough  for  me, 
though,  because  like  most  of  the 
guys  on  the  team,  I’m  used  to 
playing  all  the  time.  Sitting  on  the 
bench  has  been  a real  adjustment 
for  me.” 

College  basketball  gets  more 
competitive  every  year.  Many 
schools  have  gone  to  a “five  year 
program”  for  their  roundball 
playeTs.  UCLA  coach  John 
Wooden,  among  others,  is  an 
exponent  of  the  virtues  of  giving 
players  an  extra  year  to  gain 
poise,  experience,  and  maturity. 

DURING  intercollegiate 
competition,  a minute  of  play 
uses  up  a year’s  eligibility.  Former 
BYU  basketballer  Steve  Kelley 
played  only  six  minutes  his 
sophomore  year  and  lost  the 
entire  season’s  eligibility.  The 
Blue  coaching  staff  doesn’t  want 
to  waste  the  fine  talents  of  players 
like  Clawson,  Lackey,  and  Snow 
on  late-game,  substitute  roles.  The 
coaches  prefer  to  save  them  and 
give  them  the  opportunity  to 
make  significant  contributions  to 
the  BYU  hardwood  efforts  in 
years  to  come. 


BYU  defensive  mentor 


Potter  analyzes  Cougar  cage  outlook 


This  season  marks  the  second 
cage  campaign  for  coach  Glenn 
Potter  at  BYU.  As  a defensive 
coach.  Potter  came  to  Cougarville 
from  Nebraska,  where  he  served  as 
an  assistant  to  head  Coach  Joe 
Cipriano. 

During  Stan  Watts’  illness  last 
year,  Potter  teamed  with  Pete 
Witbeck  to  lead  the  Cats  to  the 
WAC  championship.  Herein, 
Coach  Potter  discusses  the 
roundball  outlook  for  the  rest  of 
the  season. 

Q.  Why  haven’t  we  used  the 
press  to  intimidate  any  of  our 
opponents? 

A.  Well,  we  used  a press  with 
Kansas.  You  have  got  to  have  five 
men  with  a lot  of  speed. 
Tollestrup  doesn’t  have  what  you 
call  a lot  of  speed  and  Ambrozich 
isn’t  fast.  When  we  started 
Sarkalahti  he  wasn’t  fast,  and 
when  we  put  Bunker  and  Coslc  in 
there,  Cosic  hasn’t  got  the 
quickness  at  forward.  So  we’re 
really  limited  to  start  with.  We 
just  haven’t  thought  that  our 
forwards  have  had  good  enough 
speed. 

The  press  is  something  that  you 
have  to  spend  a lot  of  time  on.  I 
know  at  Nebraska  we  used  to 
practice  two  hours  and  45 
minutes  a day.  And  we  used  to 
spend  a good  half  hour  a day  on 
the  full  court  press.  Here  we 
practice  two  hours  and  ten 
minutes.  There’s  just  not  enough 
time. 

Q.  Why  do  you  practice  a half 
hour  less  than  you  did  at 
Nebraska? 

A.  Because  at  Nebraska,  I felt 
our  teams  in  December  could  beat 
just  about  anybody,  but  as  the 
season  progressed  we  seemed  to 
wear  out.  I know  when  I came 
here  there  was  a little  different 
approach  to  practice.  Early  in 
October  we  gave  them  time  off  to 
go  deer  hunting  and  we  gave  them 
a day  off  to  go  pheasant  hunting 
and  we  didn’t  practice  on 
Homecoming  Day.  At  Nebraska 
we  practice  every  day  regardless 


of  whether  the  sun  was  shining  or 
what  was  going  on. 

I went  back  to  Nebraska  this 
summer  and  talked  to  Chris 
Cipriano  and  told  him  about  our 
approach.  I told  him  that  in 
looking  back,  I thought  that 
maybe  at  Nebraska  we  reached 
our  peak  the  end  of  December 
then  when  we  go  into  conference, 
we  tailed  off  a little  bit. 

Q.  Do  you  think  we  have  a 
problem  against  the  press? 

A.  We  did  in  the  last  few 
minutes  against  Utah,  there’s  no 
question  about  that.  But  I feel 
this  way;  we  had  a 14  point  lead 
and  our  players  relaxed  a little  bit. 
Against  a team  like  Utah,  which 
has  exceptional  quickness,  this' 
gives  them  an  opportunity  to 
come  back.  I know  our  tempo  was 
slow  and  we  quit  going  for  the 
basket  in  the  last  three  of  four 
minutes  against  Utah.  But,  in  a 
closer  game,  we  would  have  been 
going  for  the  basket  and  I’m  sure 
that  strategy  dictated  some  of 
this. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  we’ll  be 
able  to  handle  a big  press  like 
UCLA  puts  on? 

A.  Well,  now  you’re  talking 
about  a team  that  has  superior 
quickness.  And,  when  a team  has 
quickness,  they  want  to  carry  the 
game  to  you.  We’ve  worked  since 
the  Utah  game.  It  disturbed  us 
and  we’ve  worked  every  night.  I 
think  we’ll  probably  work  every 
night  ’til  the  end  of  the  season 
against  full-court  pressure.  This  is 
something  your  kids  just  have  to 
learn  to  keep  their  poise  during. 
When  a double-team  hits  you  or 
some  team  throws  something 
unexpected  at  you,  you’ve  got  to 
revert  back  to  your  experience. 

Q.  What  do  you  tell  a guard  to 
do  when  he  gets  caught  in 
backcourt  with  two  players? 

A.  Against  Utah,  when  they 
started  pressing  us,  we  did  not  set 
up  an  organized  pattern  to  start 
with.  When  we  called  time  out  we 
put  our  players  into  a pattern  and 
then  we  got  the  ball  across'  the

next  three  or  four  times.  In  fact, 
Anderson  scored  once.  1 think  a 
press  is  used  to  harass  and 
disorganize  a team. 

Q.  Having  coached  at  Nebraska 
and  seen  other  conferences,  how 
do  you  compare  the  WAC? 
The  WAC  is  supposed  to  be  one  of 
the  toughest  basketball 
conferences.  How  would  you 
compare  it  to  the  Big  Eight,  where 
you  coached,  or  to  some  of  the 
other  teams  you’ve  seen  come  in 
and  play? 

A.  I feel  that  the  WAC  has  good 
balance.  I think  it  is  a more  wide 
open  conference  as  far  as 
fast-break  basketball  is  concerned. 
I think  the  Big  Eight  Conference 
is  much  more  conservative. 
Although  I feel  there  are  teams  in 
the  Big  Eight  Conference  that  are 
going  to  be  tough  nationally  just 
about  year-in-year-out.  The  teams 
in  the  Big  Eight  don’t  have  a 
tendency  to  run  as  much.  Last 
year  in  the  WAC  I think  we  had 
four  teams  that  averaged  over  80 
points  a game  and  the  fifth  team 
had  over  70  points  a game, 
whereas  you  can  go  to  the  Big 
Eight  Conference  and  you  might 
find  one  team  that  averages  over 
80  points  a game.  So  1 think  the

Big  Eight  tends  to  be  more 
conservative  and  probably  a little 
more  defense  oriented. 

Q.  Coach,  do  you  think  we’re 
reaching  our  peak,  and  gaining  a 
winning  attitude? 

A.  I hope  so.  Last  year  we  did 
not  play  well  in  December  on  the 
road  and  early  in  January  we  lost 
three  games  that  we  probably 
should  have  won.  This  year  we 
have  been  fortunate  to  win  games 
on  the  road  when  we  haven’t 
played  real  well,  for  example 
against  Utah.  We  haven’t  really 
been  pleased  with  our 
performances  thus  far  but  we 
know  now  that  we  are  starting  to 
mold  our  team  together.  We  have 
better  team  work. 

Q.  It  seems  like  a big  factor  this 
year  as  been  the  assists? 

A.  Last  year  we  didn’t  record 
assists  on  our  charts.  This  year  we 
decided  to  keep  assists  because  we 
felt  that  a lot  of  times  people 
should  have  been  passing  the 
basketball.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sigfried  Fehlberg 
of  Worland,  Wyo.,  have  made 
quite  a donation  to  BYU  athletics. 
They’ve  invested  their  four  sons  in 
the  Cougar  wrestling  program,  and 
the  result  has  been  a significant 
ingredient  in  BYU  intermountain 
wrestling  superiority. 

It  all  started  when  the  eldest 
Fehlberg,  Wayne,  journeyed  from 
Worland  High  School  to  wrestle  at 
BYU.  Following  him  have  been 
brothers  Rondo,  senior  co-captain 
on  this  year’s  team;  Reed,  junior 
letterman  this  year;  and  Paul,  a 
varsity  performer  last  year, 
currently  serving  a mission  in 
Central  Brazil. 

Rondo  is  the  team  leader,  along 
with  co-captain  Laron  Hansen,  on 
this  year’s  BYU  squad.  The 
talented  wrestler  has  helped  pace 
the  Cougar  winning  efforts  in  the 
WAC  the  past  two  seasons  by 
reigning  as  champion  in  his  weight 
class. 

Last  year,  after  winning  the 
WAC,  Rondo  went  to  the 
nationals  where  he  beat  the  top 
seeded  man  in  his  weight  but 
stumbled  against  a lesser 
opponent  in  a later  match. 


Reed:  confident  winner 


The  scene  was  the  BYU 
fieldhouse.  Utah  State’s  wrestlers 
had  invaded  the  gymnasium  floor 
for  some  Saturday  afternoon 
grappling  against  their  Cougar 
hosts. 

The  Cats  were . dominating  the 
match.  In  action  were  the  134 
pounders,  Doug  Gemin  for  the 
Ags  and  Reed  Fehlberg, 
representing  BYU. 

Fehlberg  was  controlling  the 
match,  until  suddenly,  Gemin  had 
the  BYU  matman  on  his  back  in 
what  looked  like  a pinning 
combination.  The  partisan  crowd 
came  to  their  feet,  but  then,  in  an 
instant  Gemin  was  reversed,  on  his 
back  and  pinned— almost  before 
the  crowd  had  a chance  to  quit 
moaning  and  start  cheering. 

After  the  match  Reed  Fehlberg 
commented  on  the  situation.  “I 
know  what  it  looked  like  to  the 
fans,  but  I knew  he  didn’t  have 
me,  as  long  as  I didn’t  panic.  I just 
waited  for  him  to  make  a move 
and  then  I threw  the  reversal  on 
him.” 

Reed  Fehlberg  is  the  third  in  a 
line  of  four  Fehlberg  brothers  to 
wrestle  for  the  Cougars.  And  he  is 
continuing  his  family’s  and, 
consequently,  BYU’s  winning 
wrestling  tradition. 

Reed  figures  that,  to  be  a 
winner,  you’ve  got  to  have  a 
psychological,  as  well  as  a 
physiqal,  edge.  “That’s  what 
makes  wrestling  so  tough,”  he 
says.  “You  have  to  be  mentally 
ready.  You’ve  got  to  have 
confidence.  Before  I go  out  to 
wrestle  I know  I may  get  dead 
tired-but  the  last  guy  that’s  going 


to  know  about  it  is  the  guy  I’m 
wrestling.” 

The  Wyoming  grappler  also 
added  the  importance  of  good 
physical  conditioning.  The  junior 
wrestler  noted  that  he  keeps  fit  by 
“just  being  active  year  round  and 
living  the  word  of  wisdom.  Then  I 
hit  it  hard  during  wrestling 
season.” 

Reed  Fehlberg’s  wrestling 
philosophy  is  apparently  working 
well.  This  year  he  has  lost  only 
one  match,  an  early  season  defeat 
in  the  Beehive  Invitational.  The 
confident  grappler  has  his  sight’s 
on  a conference  and  national 
championship.  “I  wouldn’t  be 
here  if  1 didn’t  think  I could  be  a 
national  division  champion,” 
Reed  said. 

After  high  school  Reed  came  to 
BYU,  following  in  his  brother’s 
footsteps,  turning  down  a very 
lucrative  offer  at  Iowa  State.  A 
big  factor,  according  to  Reed,  for 
the  BYU  choice,  was  wrestling 
head  mentor  Fred  Davis.  “Coach 
Davis  is  a great  coach  and  typities 
the  type  of  man  I’d  like  to  be.” 

Besides  wrestling,  Reed  takes 
his  schooling  seriously.  A music 
major,  he  hits-  it  as  hard  and 
dedicated  as  he  does  the  mat.  He 
is  also  active  in  most  sports,  and 
competed  in  football  as  well  as 
wrestling  in  High  School. 


Rondo  has  his  mind  made  up 
about  the  national  title  this  year. 
“I  plan  to  win  it,”  he  calmly 
observed  when  asked  about  his 
chances. 

Rondo  is  off  to  a great  start  this 
year.  He  has  not  lost  to  date. 
Much  of  his,  and  the  entire 
team’s,  success  he  attributes  to 
the  depth  of  the  BYU  wrestling 
team.  “The  varsity  is  only  as 
tough  as  the  B squad.  Our  number 
two  and  three  men  are  so  tough 
that  they’ve  made  us  real  tough.”

Teacher  Evaluations 


No  one  takes  them  seriously 


The  students  are  on  one  side  of  the 
fence  and  the  teachers  are  on  the  other. 

So  claimed  one  department  chairman 
to  be  the  primary  reason  why  he  and  a 
majority  of  teachers  do  not  feel  that 
teacher  evaluations  are  entirely 
significant. 

“Most  kids  don’t  take  enough  time  or 
give  good  thought  to  them,”  affirmed 
Ray  T.  Wilcox  who  serves  as  Coordinator 
of  Teacher  Clearance  in  the  College  of 
Education. 

“And  when  they  do,”  said  Food 
Science  and  Nutrition  Department 
Chairman  Hal  Johnson,  “they  might  look 
at  the  fact  that  they  are  not  getting  a 
good  grade  when  they  think  they  ought 
to  and  then  purposely  degrade  the 
teachers.” 

In  recent  extensive  interviews  of 
teachers  and  administrators  on  campus,  it 
was  learned  that  a large  amount  of 
professors  paid  little  attention  to  the 
evaluations  only  because  the  students 
seemed  to  take  such  little  care-not 
because  the  teachers  were  not  interested 
in  improving. 

“1  have  scores  way  above  the  University 
average  in  labs,  but  I don’t  even  teach  a 
lab,’’  pointed  out  Dr.  Ivan  T.  Call, 
Chairman  of  the  Dept,  of  Business 
Management. 

“We  do  not  conduct  the  evaluation  to 
keep  administrators  happy,”  added 
Joseph  Murphy,  in  charge  of  public 
relations  for  the  Faculty  Committee  on 
Teaching,  the  organization  which 
commandeers  the  evaluation. 

MURPHY  SAID  that  the  university 
could  do  without  them  “if  it’s  not  giving 
any  responsible  results.” 

Toward  this  end,  Dr.  Ruel  Allred, 
another  committee  member,  is  surveying 
teachers  and  students  on  validity  of  the 
evaluations  and  has  reported  no 
conclusions  yet. 

According  to  Murphy,  the  current 
evaluations  were  initiated  by  former 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  in  1965, 
featuring  questions  from  other

wheels,  wasting  student,  administration 
and  faculty  time,”  Murphy  said. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  Dean  Hartvigsen 
of  the  College  of  Physical  Education 
cautioned,  “one  problem  with  these  is  the 
teacher  who  loses  his  self-confidence  as  a 
result  and  does  a poorer  job.” 

PROCEDURE  REQUIRES  the 
evaluation  be  given  every  three  years  to 
all  teachers  except  new  teachers  who  are 
evaluated  three  consecutive  semesters. 

Results  are  compiled  so  that  a teacher 
can  tell  one  cumulative  class  response  to  a 
single  question.  They  are  printed  in 
duplicate  and  each  teacher  receives  a 
copy  after  grades  have  been  recorded  for 
that  semester,  according  to  Murphy.

Evaluation 
of  the 
Evaluation

Less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  considers  periodic  teacher 
evaluations  to  be  relevant,  according  to  a 
recent  Daily  Universe  poll. 

Of  100  students  polled  42  per  cent  felt 
that  the  surveys  were  useful,  30  per  cent 
felt  they  were  not  and  28  per  cent  were 
unsure  of  their  validity. 

“It  depends  on  how  they  are  being 
used,”  commented  senior  Boyd  Clements. 
“They  shouldn’t  be  used  as  a reason  to 
fire  teachers,  nor  should  they  be  used  as  a 
criteria  for  wage  increases.” 

Pam  Harrison,  sophomore  from  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  feels  they  are  very  useful 
because  “the  students  at  this  level  are 
serious  about  receiving  as  much  benefit 
from  the  instructor’s  knowledge  and 
experience  as  possible.” 


One  anonymous  junior  countered  her 
statement  with  the  opinion  that  “the 
questions  are  very  out-dated  and  a waste 
of  time.”  Other  students  stated  that  the 
relevancy  was  “limited,  and  the 
questions,  ‘loaded.’  ” 

Many  felt  the  question  concerning  a 
teachers  ability  to  be  spiritually  inspiring 
was  inapplicable  Gene  Puckett,  from 
Greenville,  California,  feels  that 
“Spirituality  is  not  readily  reduced  to  an 
objective  one-to-ten  scale,”  and  that  “this 
question  is  often  irrelevant.”  Heidi 
Hanson,  a Boise,  Idaho  freshman,  added 
that  “it’s  difficult  to  relate  badmitton 
and  spirituality.” 

Boyd  Clements  pointed  out  that  “most 
teachers  are  good  Christians  and  their 
teaching  reflects  an  underlying  faith  in 
God,  but  they  don’t  ‘preach’  so  it’s  hard 
to  evaluate  whether  they’re  ‘spiritually 
inspiring’  insofar  as  the  subject  matter 

permits.”  , ..

chairmen  view  the  results.  These 
cannot  be  used  punitively,  only  as 
a guide.  Said  Dean  Hartvigsen, 
“We  are  there  as  administrators- 
not  to  fire  but  to  improve. 
Unfavorable  teacher  evaluations 
result  in  the  changing  of 
assignments  rather  than  in  firing 
personnel.” 

Teachers  who  do  poorly  on  the 
evaluations  have  the  opportunity 
of  attending  Education  642,  a 
class  exclusively  for  faculty 
members  who  wish  to  improve 
their  techniques. 

“Those  who  take  the  class  take 
it  because  they  want,  to,”  said  Dr. 
Bertrand  Harrison,  chairman  of 
the  Faculty  Committee  on. 
Teaching.  Unfortunately,  he 
pointed  out,  the  people  who 
“need  it  most  don’t  come.” 

GARY  HUNTER  of  the 
Religion  Department  suggests  this 
might  be  directly  due  to  the  care  a 
teacher  has  for  his  classes.  “The 
student’s  evaluations  are  good  in 
showing  if  the  teacher  has  love  for 
his  students  and  his  class,”  he 
stated. 

Dr.  Ross  McArthur  of  the 
Department  of  Industrial 
Technology  reported  the 
evaluations  as  doing  just  that.  He 
cited  an  incident  in  his 
department  in  which  a teacher 
was  called  in  for  receiving  low 
markings  and  was  shown  areas  in 
which  he  needed  improvement. 
“Since  then  his  teaching  has 
improved,”  stated  McArthur, 
“and  he  felt  very  good  about  the 
whole  procedure.” 

Lorin  F.  Wheelwright,  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Fine  Arts  and 
Communications,  agreed  that  the 
evaluations  were  valid.  “Student 
evaluations  of  teachers  quite  often 


coincide  with  evaluations  from 
chairmen  and  administration.”  he 
asserted.  “You  can’t  keep  superior 
performance,  nor  the  opposite, 
under  a bushel.’ 

AND,  LAMENTED  Dr.  Weldon 
J.  Taylor,  Dead  of  the  College  of 
Business,  “there  are  some  teachers 
that  do  such  a poor  job  and  it’s 
hard  to  let  them  know.”  He  added 
that  teacher  evaluations  were  one 
way  of  doing  it. 

Most  teachers  deplored  the  fact 
that  in  many  cases  “too  much 
weight”  had  been  placed  on  the 
evaluations. 

“They’re  a guide  not  a God,” 
said  Dean  Taylor.  “I’m  quite  sure 
they  have  some  effect;  I think 
they’re  not  the  ultimate, 
however.” 

Roy  Doxey,  acting  dean  of  the 
College  of  Religious  Instruction 
commented  that  when  the  test 
was  first  adopted  it  “was  never 
meant  to  be  considered  an 
absolute  measurement  of  teaching 
ability,  but  the  problem  is  that  it 
has  now  come  to  mean  just  that.” 

REASONS  AGAINST  the 
evaluations  becoming  that 
important,  Doxey  pointed  out, 
include  the  fact  that  there  are 
“too  many  variations  of 
understanding  and  experience 
among  students.” 


Dean  Tyalor  related  the  story  of 
two  teachers  in  his  college 
(Business)  who  were  both  rated  in 
tests  by  students.  The  one  who 
was  rated  highly,  he  said,  gave  the 
students  all  the  answers.  The 
other,  who,  according  to  Dr. 


Taylor,  required  students  to  seek 
answers  for  themselves,  was  rated 
quite  low. 

This  is  the  same  basis  which  led 
Dr.  D.  H.  Larson,  chairman  of  the 
Microbiology  Dept.,  to  comment 
that  he  placed  more  confidence  in 
the  “judgements  of  my  .colleagues 
and  my  own  than  I do  in  student’s 
judgements.” 

Several  teachers  added  that 
students  rate  the  entertainer 
higher  than,  perhaps,  the  scholar. 

.Several  improvements  were 
suggested  by  teachers  on  the 
present  evaluation  system. 

One  professor  expressed  his 
desire  to  see  more  of  the  written 
comments  on  the  back.  Other 
professors  considered  these 
comments  more  valuable  than  any 
of  the  multiple  choice  answers  on 
the  test. 

DEAN  ERNEST  C.  Jepp^en  of 
the  College  of  Industrial  and 
Technical  Education,  said  it 
would  be  better  if  students  had 
been  out  teaching  for  a while. 


“These  evaluations  just  record  an 
impression  of  the  time,”  he  said. 

Paul  Robinson,  a professor  in 
the  department  of  psychology, 
stated  also  that  the  evaluations 
were  involved  with  this  time 
element.  “They  are  given  at  the 
wrong  time,”  he  said.  “There  are 
too  many  variables  such  as  the 
fact  that  he  is  under  pressure  from 
that  teacher  he  is  evaluating.” 

He  said  the  ideal  time  to  do  the 
evaluation,  would  be  six  months 
after  the  class  was  over.”  The 
student  can  look  back  and 
remember  his  impression  of  the 
course  and  find  that  his 
perception  has  changed 
afterwards.” 

ACCORDING  to  the  teachers 
interviewed,  there  are  still  many 
problems  in  the  evaluation 
program  to  be  ironed  out  before  it 
can  be  an  effective  instrument  in 
improving  the  college  situation. 

However,  said  Joseph  Murphy, 
“I  make  no  mistake  to,  paint  some 
rosy  picture  about  the  evaluations 
that  doesn’t  exist.”

“I  think  this  question  is  very 
relevant,”  said  Brent  Woodfield

“I  DON’T  understand  it  fully,” 
stated  Jesse  L.  Steele,  a freshman 
from  Farmington,  Utah.

towards  BYU.  They  should  ask  if 
the  books  were  too  expensive,  or 
if  the  time  was  ideal.” 


“IT  COULD  INCLUDE  a 

battery  of  questions  dealing  with 
the  rigor  of  the  class  instead  of 
purely  workload,”  stated  Gregory 
Daneke,  senior  from  San 
Bernardino,  California. 

“First  of  all,”  says  Christine 
Craig,  from  Springville,  Utah,  “cut 
out  the  spirituality  question  and 


such  things  as  ‘needs  to  write 
more  legibly  on  the  blackboard.’ 
It  should  deal  more  with  the 
effectiveness  of  the  teacher 
scholastically  and  the  depth  of  the 
course.” 

Some  students  felt  that  the 
surveys  would  be  more  valid  and 
the  students  more  honest  if  their 
importance  were  explained.  As 
Jerry  Hatfield,  a junior,  said,  “I 
want  to  give  an  honest  evaluation, 
but  without  knowledge  of  its 
usefulness  I can’t.” 


Some  of  the  reactions  went  like 
this:  Ann  Chipman:  “The  goal  is 
praiseworthy  but  the  method  is 
wrong.”  Pete  Grimshaw,  Junior, 
Enoch,  Utah:  “The  entire  survey 
is  somewhat  less  than  objective, 
but  then  so  are  many  of  the 
teachers.’

Clayton  Foulger,  a senior, 
doesn’t  see  any  value  in  the 
results.  “To  get  an  honest 
appraisal  of  a teacher’s  abilities  I 
think  they  should  observe  the 
teacher  in  action  and  review 
objectively  the  progress  of  the 
students  in  that  particular  class.” 
H.  Gene  Puckett,  Greenville, 
South  Carolina,  also  minimizes 
the  surveys’  value  because  “most 
of  the  teachers  show  little  respect 
for  it.’ 

“IT’S  A BREAK  in  class 
routine,  but  of  little  importance,” 
says  W.  Ronald  Dunn,  Tacoma, 
Washington  senior.  “Teachers 
don’t  change  if  given  unfavorable 
ratings;  their  degrees  are  in 
research,  not  teaching.” 

Though  most  of  the  students 
polled  favor  essay-type 
teacher-evaluations,  a wide  range 
of  other  suggestion s,  for 
improvement  were  given. 

“START  AT  THE  first  of  the 
semester  and  have  open  discussion 
in  each  class  of  goals  and  needs  as 
both  the  teacher  and  students  see 
them,”  suggested  Ann  Chipman. 
“Evaluations  should  be  made  at 
mid-semester  and  looked  at 
immediately  so  the  situation  can 
be  corrected  where  needs  be.” 

Several  students  suggested  an 
addition  of  more  pertinent 
questions,  some  of  which  were: 
“How  do  you  feel  the  teacher 
responds  to  your  questions  in 
class?”,  and  “Does  the  teacher 
desire  the  students  to  learn  the 
subject  matter,  or  does  he  require 
the  students  to  replay  the 
teacher’s  personal  interpretation 
of  the  subject  matter?” 

W.  Ronald  Dunn  suggested 
“leaving  out  the  questions  biased 


It  was  found  that  the  majority 
of  students  rate  teachers  as 
“great”  on  the  survey  because 
they  teach  effectively,  rather  than 
are  popular.  Neal  Dastrup,  a 
senior  from  Orem,  Utah,  does  so 
for  a combination  of  the  two 
factors.  “Many  of  the  same  traits 
that  make  one  popular  are 
necessary  in  producing  a good 
teacher;  i.e.  communicating  in  an 
interesting  way,  a zest  for  life,  an 
interest  in  others’  reactions. 

Ann  Chipman,  Bountiful,  Utah, 
rates  a great  teacher  as  one  who 
“fosters  student  growth,  radiates 
an  interest  in  others,  and  has  a 
poise  in  life-not  just  one  loaded 
with  subject  matter.” 

IN  RESPONSE  to  the  question 
of  whether  or  not  students  answer 
teacher-evaluation  surveys 
honestly,  Charles  Maxwell, 
Typone,  New  Mexico  sophomore, 
answered,  “Of  course;  this  is  BYU 
isn’t  it?”,  which  seemed  to  be  the 
general  consensus.  Most  of  the 
students  answered  yes. 

One  Oregon  junior  often 
evaluates  teachers  favorably 
because  he  “feels  sorry  for  some 
of  them  and  tries  to  answer  the 
questions  positively  so  as  not  to 
hurt  them  so  much.”  Several 
others  claimed  to  do  the  same. 

“I  answer  honestly  only  when  I 
feel  the  questions,  asked  are 
sincere  and  my  answers  are 
considered,’  responded  Neal 
Dastrup.

“It  was  my  finest  experience  at 
BYU.” 

“The  greatest  program  to  hit 
this  school.” 

“If  I never  remember  anything 
else,  I’ll  certainly  remember  this 
part  of  my  BYU  life.” 

Could  these  comments  be 
referring  to  such  BYU  institutions 
as  the  free  Social  Office  ice  cream 
cones,  the  perennial  “Peanuts” 
comic  strip,  or  one’s  first 
encounter  with  the  famous  (or 
infamous)  Cougar  burger? 

Hardly.  These  replies  came  from 
students,  faculty  and  bishops 
when  asked  about  the  student 
ward  family  program  now  actively 
organized  in  almost  all  108  wards 
of  BYU’s  10  stakes. 

Bishop  Russell  of  the  69th  ward 
and  a professor  in  the  education 
department  feels  that  “the  family 
organization  is  where  the  primary 
action  in  the  ward  is.” 

“The  ward  families  are  training 
men  and  women  to  learn  how  to 
get  their  own  families  to  work 
together  and  share  ideas,”  he 
continued. 

THE  BYU  WARD  FAMILY 

program  has  been  around  since 
about  1 965  with  the  initial 
experiments  begun  by  Ray  Hillam 
of  the  political  science 
department,  then  bishop  of  the 
15th  ward;  Richard  Gunn  of  the 
art  department  and  former  26th 
ward  bishop,  and  Richard 
Worthlin,  a former  BYU  political 
science  teacher. 

Ray  Hillam,  seeing  that  the 
home  teaching  program  was  not 
particularly  satisfying  at  the  time, 
had  the  idea  to  organize  his  BYU 
ward  just  as  the  first  pioneers  had 
grouped  themselves  into  teams  of 
10  with  a captain  at  the  head. 
These  leaders  are  the  family 
“fathers”  and  their  importance 
lies  with  “looking  after  the 
spiritual,  academic  and  social 
welfare  of  every  family  member.” 

RICHARD  GUNN  initiated  the 
family  program  in  his  ward  in 
1964  after  hearing  the  idea 
discussed  between  Hillam  and  Ray 
Beckham  of  the  communications 
department.  He  saw  it  as  “the 
very  thing  to  help  me  pull  the 
ward  members  together.”  He 
added  that  the  student  family  is 
“a  wonderful  vehicle  in  which  the 
men  and  women  closely  -associate 
in  groups  and  can  teach  and  learn 
from  each  other.” 

RECALLING  “ONE  OF  the 

richest  experiences”  of  his  life, 
Gunn  stressed  President  David  O. 
McKay’s  often  repeated  advice 
that  to  solidify  the  family  is  to 
solidify  the  church. 


And  what  have  BYU  student 
families  been  doing  together  this 
past  year  to  strengthen  spiritual 
and  social  roots?  Just  about 
anything  from  hiking  up  Timp  to 
before  Sunday  School  breakfasts 
generously  cooked  for  the 
brothers  by  their  family  sisters. 

One  creative  20-member  family 
decided  to  have  a spaghetti 
dinner.  The  girls’  apartment 
prepared  the  feast  and  substituted 
various  kitchen  utensils  and  small 
appliances  for  the  eating 
implements.  What  a surprise  for 
the  brothers  as  they  struggled 
with  spaghetti  strands  with  a 
potato  masher  for  a fork  and  a 
frying  pan  for  a plate. 

ANOTHER  FAMILY  fathered 
by  Phil  Nielson  of  the  74th  ward 
took  a “trust”  or  “blind”  walk 
around  campus.  The  family 
members  divided  up  into  pairs 
with  one  member  of  each  pair 
blindfolded.  The  /‘blind”  brother 
or  sister  was  led  by  the  hand  as  he 
was  guided  up  hills  and  across 
streams,  using  only  his  sense  of 
smell  and  touch  to  discover  the 
beauties  of  nature. 


Another  family  had  a pot  and 
pan  jug  band.  Unfortunately,  the 
sisters  reported  that  every  single 
pan  in  the  apartment  was 
demolished  by  the  end  of  the 
year! 

DAVE  STEWART,  a family 
father  in  the  69th  ward,  said  that 
the  purpose  of  the  program  is 
two-fold.  First,  the  student  family 
should  strive  to  maintain  family 
ties  which  are  loosened  when  the 
student  leaves  his  own  family  at 
home.  Secondly,  it  provides  the 
practice  necessary  for  the 
establishment  of  our  own  families 
upon  marriage. 

Typical  of  one  of  Stewart’s 
family  home  evening  activities  was 
a drive  to  Squaw  Peak  to  search 
the  heavens  through  a telescope. 
The  excursion  turned-  into  a 
dance,  however,  for  one  of  the 
brothers  brought  along  a radio  to 
break  the  silence  of  the 
surrounding  nature. 

This  same  feeling  of 
togetherness  was  achieved  by 
another  family  who  went 
canoeing  on  Utah  Lake.  Among 
peacefully  floating  ducks,  the 
family  listened  to  the  Saturday*

BISHOP  DOUGLAS  TOBLER 

of  the  1 1th  ward  and'  history 
department  stressed  that  the 
importance  of  the  ward  family  is 
to  help  each  person  to  have  a 
closer  relationship  with  God.  The 
families  stress  service  to  each 
other  and  to  mankind  which 
Tobler  feels  is  the  “key  to 
Christianity.”  Many  industrious 
families  are  involved  in  service 
projects,  entertaining  at  rest 
homes,  collecting  food  and 
clothing  for  the  needy  and  even 


baking  cookies  for  their  bishop 
and  professor’s  families. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  of  the 
ward  families  far  outweigh  any 
problems  which  may  arise.  One 
family  patiently  waited  two  hours 
for  a bowling  alley  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center.  Another  loving 
and  forgiving  brother  was  the 
innocent  victim  of  a water  balloon 
fight.  As  his  sisters  barged  in  the 
front  door  of  the  boys’  apartment 
to  take  out  frustrations  of  finals 
week,  one  water  balloon  exploded 
on  this  boy’s  computer  printout 
project,  the  fruit  of  his  whole 
semester’s  labors.

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Bread  for  bread  on  rise

When  BYU  students  said  “cheese”  in  1950,  they  were  referring  to  a 
35  cents  item.  Today,  when  we  face  the  camera  and  smile  the  word,  we 
are  speaking  of  a 63  cents  a pound  item. 

However,  according  to  the  facts,  inflation  in  food  prices  is  no  smiling 
matter.  Checking  grocery  ads  in  the  months  of  March,  August,  and 
November  of  the  years  1950,  1960,  and  1971,  this  writer  found  that 
gastronomists  in  1950  would  consider  today’s  prices  more  than  a 
mouthful. 

The  proximity  and  abundance  of  Idaho  potatoes  have  in  no  way 
helped  the  sprouting  prices  over  the  decades.  While  ten  pounds  of  spuds 
sold  for  30  cents  in  1950,  they  soared  to  41  cents  in  ’60,  and  settled  at 
59  cents  in  ’71. 

Lettuce  and  cabbage  require  more  greenery  today  for  their  purchase. 
Lettuce  came  up  from  10  cents  in  1950  to  14  cents  in  ’71,  while 
cabbage  was  five  cents  a lb.  in  the  earlier  year  and  six  cents  in  the  latter. 

During  the  turn  of  the  fifties,  eggs  were  four  dimes  a dozen.  This 
grew  to  49  cents  in  the  sixties  and  boiled  down  to  an  average  of  46 
cents  in  ’71. 

Ice  cream  was  the  only  item  found  to  be  on  a decrease.  From  the  39 
cents  a quart  in  the  first  year  surveyed,  it  cooled  down  to  37  cents  in 
1960,  and  has  frozen  at  30  cents  a quart. 

Meanwhile,  bread  has  been  on  the  rise.  The  dough  for  sliced  bread  in 
’50  was  1 3 cents,  in  ’60  was  20  cents,  and  now  yields  33  cents  a loaf. 

Getting  into  the  meat  of  this  food  inflation,  ground  beef  was,  on  the 
average,  47  cents  a lb.  in  1950,  dropping  down  to  44  cents  a lb.  for  the 
turn  of  the  sixties.  In  1971 , beefy  prices  called  for  57  cents  a pound. 

In  1950,  one  could  lick  his  chops  of  pork  for  55  cents.  Today  it  takes 
the  consumer  78  cents  for  a pound.  On  the  other  side  of  the  pig,  ham 
has  jumped  from  40  cents  a pound  in  1950  to  51  cents  last  year. 

Moreover,  it  would  appear  that  prices  seem  to  be  getting  worse  and 
worse.  Soon,  high  prices  will  overshadow  the  possibility  of  bargaining 
for  the  goods:  it  will  just  plain  cost  too  much  for  the  bone  to  pick  with 
grocers.

Harrison  charity  package 

The  Indians  did  the  W.  Pakistanis  in  in  less  time  than  it  took  George 
Harrison  to  convince  Columbia  to  let  him  put  out  his  three  disc  live 
albums  for  the  Bangladesh  refugees. 

Yep,  Columbia  and  the  other  record  companies  put  up  a more 
formidable  front  but  Harrison  did  finally  get  out  the  charity  package  in 
time  for  Christmas.  Not  wanting  to  be  done  out  of  its  share  of  the 
American  pit,  Columbia  hastily  put  out  the  second  and  greatest  hit 
albums  by  Christmas  time,  using  photos  from  the  Bangladesh  concert  of 
Dylan.  The  quality  of  earlier  Dylan  albums  is  lacking  but  it  will  sell  no 
doubt. 

“Odd  that  a greatest  hit  album  should  include  five  brand  new  songs 
(some  not  written  by  Dylan)  and  fail  to  put  in  the  correct  hit  single 
‘George  Jackson?’” 

All  the  proceeds  from  the  Harrison-Dylan-Russel-Shankar  concert  will 
go  to  the  liberated  nation  of  Bangladesh.  This  was  why  Harrison 
encountered  all  the  resistance.

Peruvian  earthquake  victims  turned  into  a $300,000  loss  for  the  group. 
The  student  radical  groups  in  Peru  convinced  the  government  that 
Santana’s  presence  was  an  imperalist  plot.  The  government  invited  the 
rock  group  to  split-minus  all  of  their  equipment.  Maybe  Los  Indios 
Tragajares  could  do  a benefit  for  Santana,  no? 

Traditional  New  Years 

While  NBC  did  the  traditional  scene  for  New  Years  with  Guy 
Lombardo  at  Times  Square,  Channel  28  in  L.A.  ushered  in  the  1972 
with  a 2-hour  gig  of  Cat  Stevens  and  Leon  Russel.  Very  good  sights  arid 
sounds  despite  monoral  reception.

G,  GP  motion  pictures 
may  fare  well  in  April 


HOLLYWOOD  (UPI)  - The 
ex-coal  miner-turned-actor, 
Charles  Bronson,  returned  to 
town  a full-fledged  European 
movie  star  and  noted  that 
Hollywood  is  just  another  stop 
along  the  way. 

A rugged,  taciturn  man, 
Bronson  is  starring  in  his  first 
Hollywood  picture  in  six  or 
seven  years. 

Like  Clint  Eastwood  before 
him,  Bronson  found  more 
acceptance  abroad  than  he  did  at 
home.  He  says  he  isn’t  bitter  but 
the  words  don’t  match  the 
expression  on  his  Slavic  face. 

Half  Russian,  half  Lithuanian 
in  national  origins,  Bronson  is  a 
native  of  Scooptown,  a suburb 
of  Johnston,  Pa.  Scooptown  is 
not  to  be  confused  with  such 
other  suburbs  as  Scarsdale, 
Beverly  Hills  or  Bel  Air. 

It’s  a tough  coal  mining  town 
where  all  of  Bronson’s  male 
relatives  worked  in  coal  mines. 
So  did  Charlie  until  he  was  18. 
He  gave  it  up  for  the  easier 
occupation  of  prize  fighting. 


LOS  ANGELES  (UPI)  - The 
letter  was  postmarked  Chicago 
arid  it  read: 

“Dear  Rose  Marie,  I have  been 
watching  Walter  Cronkite  on 
television.  I am  also  ascared  to  die 
so  I want  to  help  you  live  a full 
normal  life.  I know  you  will 
because  you  have  an  inner  glow  of 
good.  I like  good  people.  Your 
mother  is  a good  person  too.  I can 
tell.  Enclosed  is  a check  toward 
your  kidney  machine.  May  this 
check  multiply  50,000  times. 
Love,  Bob.” 

A week  before  Christmas, 
newspapers  and  radio  and 
television  stations  across  the 
country  carried  the  story  of  Rose 
Marie  Raymond.  15.  Tarzana, 
Calif. 

They  reported  that  Rose  Marie 
faced  death  if  she  didn’t  get  either 
a new  kidney  or  use  of  a dialysis 
machine.  She  had  entered  Cedars 
of  Lebanon  Hospital  where  she 
was  using  a machine  but  the 
expense  of  that  treatment  on  a 
permanent  basis  with  so  many 
others  needing  it  was 
astronomical. 

In  the  next  few  days  letters 
began  trickling  in. 

THERE  were  offers  of  use  of 
home  kidney  machines,  offers  to 
donate  kidneys,  checks  and  coins 
to  help  with  expenses. 

Then  the  trickle  became  a flood 
until  finally  Rose  Marie  had 
between  35,000  and  40,000 
letters.  Nine  persons  had  offered 
kidney  machines,  dozens  had 
offered  their  own  kidney.

“I  wouldn’t  doubt  if  my  lungs 
were  still  black  from  coal  dust,” 
he  said.  “Nothing  could  make 
m?  go  back  to  the  mines.” 

Charlie  has  been  mining  the 
movie  business  with  enormous 
success.  He  calculates  he’s  made 
three  pictures  a year  for  the  past 
six  years. 

The  films  were  made  in 
England,  France,  Italy,  Spain 
and  even  one  in  Turkey.  All 
were  dubbed  in  various 
languages  except  one  in  which 
Charlie  was  playing  an 
American. 

‘ ‘ I was  accepted  as  a 
supporting  actor  in  Hollywood 
and  a leading  man  in  Europe,” 
he  said.  “Everyone  in  the  United 
States  is  conditioned  by 
television  or  fan  magazines. 
They  grew  up  with  them.”  The 
inference  is  that  Americans  are 
not  as  bright  as  Europeans 
because  they  did*  not  recognize 
Charlie  as  a leading  man  right  off 
the  bat. 


And  the  checks— including  three 
for  $1,000  and  another  from  the 
McDonald  Hamburger  chain  for 
$4,668— floated  in  like  confetti 
along  with  the  pennies  and  dimes 
and  quarters  until  today  Rose 
Marie  Raymond  has  $70,000  to 
help  her  bear  the  cost  of  her 
hospital  treatment. 

Rita  Verueges,  Rose  Marie’s 
mother,  an  assistant  teacher  in  the 
Headstart  program,  is 
overwhelmed  by  the  response. 

“We  just  can’t  believe  it,”  she 
said.  “I  never  realized  how  many 
good  people  there  are  in  the 
world.” 

An  aunt,  Jan  Beneditti,  says 
that  the  girl’s  condition  is  still 
acute  and  that  doctors  do  not  feel 
she  is  yet  ready  for  home  dialysis. 


Despite  a bevy  of  ‘R’  rated 
movies  expected  to  garner  1971 
Oscar  awards,  recent 
announcements  indicate  there 
may  be  as  many  G and  GP  films 
to  balance  the  scales  in  April.

Cinnerama  is  boasting  Walter 
Mathau,  a possible  candidate  for 
best  actor,  for  his  lead  in  “Kotch” 
(GP). 

United.  Artists  steps  forward 
with  a comedy,  “The  Hospital” 
(GP),  with  George  C.  Scott  as 
another  possible  best  actor 
candidate.  And  there’s  “Fiddler 
on  the  Roof,”  (G),  with  a good 
chance  of  being  nominated  best 
picture  of  the  year. 

“SOMETIMES  a Great  Notion” 
(GP),  with  Paul  Newman,  is 
Universal  studios’ hopeful  for  best 
musical  score  nomination. 

There  may  be  a best  song 
nomination  in  store  for  Disney 
studio’s  “Bed  Knobs  and 
Broomsticks”  (G). 

Columbia  studios  believes  that 
“Safe  Place”  (GP)  has  possibilities 
for  winning  a best  actress 
nomination  for  Tuesday  Weld. 

Warner  Brothers  and  Fox  only 
anticipate  Oscar  nominations  for 
several  of  their  R-rated 
productions  this  year. 

Of  the  G and  GP  films  expected 
to  be  nominated  only  three  have 
not  been  screened  in  the  Provo 
area.  They  are  “The  Hospital”, 
which  will  show  Feb.  1 1,  “Fiddler 
on  the  Roof”,  now  playing  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  “Safe  Place.” 

THERE  were  eight  R-rated 
movies  expected  to  win 
nominations,  five  of  which  have 
not  reached  Provo  yet. 

“We  don’t  want  to  irritate  our 
customers  with  what  they  don’t 
want  to  see,”  said  Cox,  in  regards 
to  several  of  the  films  possibly  to 
be  nominated. 


Most  of  them  are  rated  ‘R’  and 
are  not  that  well  attended  in  this 
area,  said  Cox.

On  the  corner  of  Center  Street, 
and  400  East  in  Provo,  there 
stands  a four  storied,  multigabled 
woman.  She  is  a beautiful  woman 
and  like  the  Sirens  that  tempted 
Ulysses,  she  has  a strange  drawing 
power  over  a certain  kind  of  man. 

The  woman,  in  the  form  of  the 
old  Knight-Mangum  mansion,  has' 
weaved  her  special  magic  over 
several  men  in  the  past  and  has 
now  lured  another  onto  the  rocks. 

Milo  Baughman,  who  moved 
into  the  house  less  than  two  years 
ago,  is  making  plans  to  move  out 
and  look  for  another  buyer. 

Mr.  Baughman,  one  of 
America’s  leading  designers  of 
contemporary  furniture,  began 
moving  his  business  and  staff  to 
Provo  after  accepting  an  invitation 
from  BYU  to  be  chairman  of  the 
new  Department  of 
Environmental  Design.  But  his 


business  is  taking  him  back  to  the 
East  and  so  the  grand  old  house 
goes  back  on  the  market. 

The  mansion  dates  back  to 
1908  when  the  Utah  pioneer  and 
philanthropist,  Jesse  Knight,  had 
it  built  as  a wedding  present  for 
his  daughter,  Jennie  and  W.  Lester 
Mangum.  The  house  was  their 
home  for  over  50  years  and  seven 
of  their  eight  children  were  born 
there. 


THE  DEPRESSION  took  its  toll 
and  the  Mangums  were  forced  to 
rent  their  rooms  to  BYU  students. 
In  1948,  Lester  died  and  Jennie 
gradually  converted  the  house 
into  separate  apartments.  The 
house  remained  thus  divided  after 
it  was  sold,  in  1957,  to  Milo 
Warner.  He  continued  to  rent  to 
students. 

Then,  in  1 963,  Paul  G. 
Salisbury  saw  the  house  and  fell  in 
love  with  it.  He  was  an 
architect-in-training  in  Provo  and 
he  bought  it  with  an  eye  toward 
turning  part  of  it  into  a studio. 
His  plans  did  not  materialize  as  his 
business  took  him  to  Salt  Lake, 
and  he  was  forced  to  put  the 
mansion  up  for  sale. 

It  was  his  “for  sale”  sign  that 
Baughman  took  down  in  the 
summer  of  1969. 

BAUGHMAN  DID  more  than 
remove  the  sign.  He  began  a 
complete  renovation  of  the  house 
using  many  of  his  own  designs  in 
the  furnishings.  He  removed  walls 
and  extra  bathrooms,  repapered 
and  plastered,  installed  carpets 
and  modern  artwork. 

Les  Stuart,  a former  BYU 
student  who  now  does  public 
relations  and  advertising  work  for 
Baughman,  said  the  remodeling 
established  18  offices  and  a 
conference  room  with  audio-visual 
arrangements. 

The  basement  was  also  redone 
with  carpets,  paneling,  and 


modernistic,  abstract  painting  of 
the  walls  leading  down  the  halls. 
Only  one  room  remained  to  be 
finished  in  the  house  when  it  was 
once  again  put  up  for  sale. 

THE  CARRIAGE  house  is  being 
readied  to  accomodate  Baughman 
and  what  staff  he  will  keep  here 
until  the  house  is  sold.  He  had 
recently  renovated  it  to  house  a 
small  theatre  for  experimental 
drama  workshops  and 
productions.  It  also  served  for 
one-man  art  shows  and  poetry 
reading. 

Baughman  had  expressed  his 
concern  with  the  preservation  of 
old  houses  and  the  total 
environment  but  apparently  is  not 
worried  about  the  future  of  the 
Jennie  Knight-Mangum  mansion. 
According  to  Stuart,  “the  price 
involved  should  insure  that  the 
right  kind  of  people  take  over  the 
house.”

Group  television  appearances' 
have  included  an  A1  Hirt  special,  a 
CBS  special  “Dial  M for  Music” 
and  performances  aired  in  Europe. 

The  orchestra  has  accumulated 
a number  of  honors  for  its  albums 
including  Grammy  nominations 
for  “Live  at  Monterey,”  “Electric 
Bath”  and  “The  New  Don  Ellis 
Band  Goes  Underground.”

“Stomach  flu,”  “24  hour  flu,” 
or  “feelin’  terrible  all-over  flu” 
affect  almost  every  student 
sometime  during  his  college 
career.  However,  the  BYU  Health 
Center  hasn’t  been  able  to  isolate 
a single  real  influenza  virus  this 
year,  according  to  Dr.  Cloyd  C. 
Hofheins,  Health  Center  Director. 

The  dreaded  Hong  Kong  flu 
which  killed  27,900  persons  in  the 
U.S.  in  1 968-69  has  been 
diagnosed  this  year  in  22  states  as 
reported  by  the  National  Center 
for  Disease  Control.  The  disease  is 
not  expected  to  reach  epidemic 
proportions  this  year  and  only  a 
few  isolated  cases  have  been 
reported  in  Utah. 

Meanwhile  more  than  166 
flu-like  cases  have  been  reported 
by  the  Health  Center  to  the  Utah 
State  Dept,  of  Health  in  the  past 
seven  weeks.  “Each  year  we  are 
required  to  take  throat  washings 
to  try  to  isolate  the  influenza 
strain,”  Hofheins  said.  “Although 
we  haven’t  isolated  any  real 
strains  here,  there  has  been  the 
usual  occurrence  of  19  to  20 
types  of  infections  that  cause 
flu-like  symptoms.” 


Dr.  Hofheins  attributes  several 
factors  to  the  occurrence  of  “flu” 
in  this  area.  “First  of  all,  there  are 
so  many  people  in  a small  space 
with  a large  exposure,”  he  said. 
“Students  here  come  from  a wide 
geographical  area,  in  fact  all  over 
the  world,  which  can  bring  in  all 
kinds  of  viruses  in  addition  to  the 
viruses  already  here.” 

Although  there  has  been  a slight 
increase  in  “flu”  cases  since 
Christmas  vacation,  Dr.  Hofheins 
feels  that  Christmas  vacation 
helped  to  disperse  the  few 
suspected  cases  of  influenza  that 
could  have  caused  a bigger 
outbreak  on  campus. 

“The  climate  tends  to  drive 
people  indoors  here  which  .can 


also  promote  the  spreading  of  the 
infectious  viruses,”  Hofheins 
added. 

“The  ‘flu’  is  a wastebasket  of  all 
kinds  of  diseases,”  he  said.  “When 
students  come  into  the  Health 
Center  complaining  of  what  they 
call  the  ‘flu’  our  first  step  is  to 
sort  out  the  viruses  and  see  what 
the  problems  really  are.  Usually  it 
turns  out  to  be  a type  of 
streptococcus  infection.” 

Blood  counts  and  throat 
scrapings  are  usually  taken  to 
separate  streptococcus  infections 
from  infectious  mononucleosis. 
“About  85  per  cent  of  infections 
are  viral  infections  that  can  cause 
sore  throats,  nausea,  fevers  and 
other  symptoms,”  Hofheins  said.

LADY  BARBER?

After  three  lean  years,  demand 
for  college-trained  workers  is 
perking  up.  Competition  still  will 
be  tough,  employers  warn. 

“Too  many  people  have'a  bleak 
view  of  the  job  prospects  for 
graduates,  said  Wayne  Hansen, 
director  of  BYU  Placement 
Center.  “Industry  always  needs 
good  capable  men  and  women;  it’s 
those  who  get  out  there  and  look 
who  are  having  the  luck.” 

Hansen  doesn’t  believe  it  is  so 
much  a case  of  under-employment 
as  the  college  graduate  taking  a 
job  where  he  does  less  than  he  is 
qualified  to  do. 

Employers  are  paying  on 
productivity  rather  than  academic 
attainment,  which  isn’t  always 
desirable  to  the  graduate. 

Those  having  the  biggest 
problem  are  the  graduates  in 
education.  There  is  still  a need  for 
teachers  in  special  education, 
industrial  education,  and  the 
sciences,  but  elementary  and 
secondary  teachers  are  having 
problems  finding  jobs.  The  school 
districts  don’t  even  send 
interviewers  to  campus  anymore 
because  they  get  so  many 
applications  and  interview 
requests  directly  to  their  offices. 

ENGINEERS  are  employable 
still,  the  market  just  isn’t  as  big  as 
before.  Those  in  business  seem  to 
be  having  the  best  luck, 
particularly  those  in  business 

Check  for 
deferments, 
GI  benefits 

Ina  Robbins  of  the  Military 
Affairs  office  announced  that 
requirements  for  G.I.  benefits  and 
student  deferments  would  have  to 
be  checked  at  registration. 

Students  registered  with 
Selective  Service  who  are  on 
student  deferments,  should  fill 
out  the  necessary  forms  at  the 
Selective  Service  table  after 
finalizing  their  registration  for 
Spring  Semester. 

Those  students  who  had  a 
deferment  or  were  eligible  for  a 
student  deferment  previous  to 
June  1971  may  be  permitted  to 
continue  in  school  until  they 
graduate  or  turn  24,  whichever 
comes  first.  Students  turning  19 
after  June  1971  are  not  eligible 
for  a student  deferment. 

Veterans  who  want  their 
benefits  continued  must  contact 
the  Veteran’s  table  after  finalizing 
their  registration  for  Spring 
Semester.  Any  change  in  hours 
must  be  reported,  according  to 
Robbins. 

Full  time  status,  which  totals  12 
hours  of  undergraduate  work,  or 
nine  hours  of  graduate  work,  will 
receive  some  $175  for  a single 
student,  and  graduated  from  there 
for  a family. 

Anyone  enrolled  for  less  than 
half  time  will  be  reimbursed  for 
tuition  only. 


management,  accounting,  and 
economics.  The  reason  for  this  is 
their  aggressiveness. 

HANSEN  SAYS  about  25  per 
cent  go  on  to  graduate  school,  a 
handful  go  to  technical  schools,  a 
few  to  the  Peace  Corps,  but  the 
majority  don’t  even  seek 
employment  right  out  of  college. 
They  either  get  married  or  go  into 
the  service. 

In  the  latest  survey  of  the  job 
market,  released  on  Jan.  19  by  the 
College  Placement  Council,  Inc.,  it 
is  anticipated  that  hiring  will  rise 
5 per  cent  above  last  year’s  level. 
That  could  mean  thousands  of 
additional  jobs  for  the  college 
graduates  of  1972. 

EMPLOYMENT  of  these  young 
people  “may  be  turning  the 
corner,”  the  Council  reported.  It 
said  its  findings  indicate  “the  first 
upward  movement  in  three 
years.” 

This  year’s  study  indicates  that 
the  biggest  increase  in 
employment,  by  academic 
degrees,  will  be  for  doctoral 
candidates.  The  835  employers 
hired  700  Ph.D.’s  last  year;  this 
year  they  plan  to  take  on  910,  a 
30  per  cent  increase. 

Employment  is  expected  to  go 
up  nine  per  cent  at  the  bachelor’s 
degree  level,  with  39,580  openings 
among  the  reporting  companies 
(835)  as  against  36,440  a year 
ago. 

At  the  master’s  degree  level, 
however,  a drop  of  five  per  cent  is 
anticipated. 

THE  835  ORGANIZATIONS  in 
the  Council’s  study  cover  a broad 
range  of  employing  groups  in 
business,  industry  and 
government,  but  do  not  include 
the  teaching  profession  where  jobs 
continue  to  be  scarce.

In  engineering,  a 10  per  cent 
increase  in  hiring  is  looked  for. 
There  will  be  a gain  of  nine  per 
cent  for  graduates  of  business 
schools,  including  accountants.  A 
total  of  17,810  hired  is  expected, 
compared  with  16,310  taken  on 
in  1971. 

An  increase  of  20  per  cent  is 
predicted  for  graduates  with 
degrees  in  mathematics,  the 
sciences,  and  other  technical 
disciplines.  Prospects  are  not  as 
good,  the  Council  reported,  for 
students  who  are  majoring  in 
nontechnical  disciplines  other 
than  business. 

Primarily,  these  are  students  in 
liberal  arts,  who  face  the 
possibility  of  a three  per  cent  loss. 

Categories  with  the  largest 
number  of  openings  are 


banking-finance-insurance,  with 
more  than  8,000;  and  the  Federal 
Government,  with  more  than 
7,500. 

OTHER  EMPLOYER  groups 
planning  to  hire  more  than  5,000 
candidates  are  merchandising,  and 
public  accounting.  The  research 
and  consulting  group  also  looks 
for  a 35  per  cent  jump  in  hiring. 

The  Council  reported,  “While 
things  remain  tight,  this  survey 
provided  the  first  optimistic  note 
in  some  time.”

The  means  by  which  the  Indian 
will  rise  and  become  powerfulin 
the  last  days  is  through  the  artistic 
abilities-  so  prevalent  in  the 
people,  says  a Navajo  art  student 
at  BYU. 

“For  centuries  we  have  bfeen 
making  beautiful  crafts  and 
painting  beautiful  pictures,  but  it 
is  only  recently  that  these  things 
have  been  recognized  for  the 
wiorks  of  art  they  are,”  said  Steve 
Jackson  of  Window  Rock,  Ariz. 
o',  A prize-winning  artist  and  a 
former  Air  Force  illustrator, 
Jackson  has  also  done  illustrating 
for  the  Southwest  Indian  Mission 
of  The  Church. 


With  extensive  experience  in 
technical  illustrating  and  drafting 
as  well  as  the  more  imaginative  art 
forms,  he  has  done  considerable 
work  with  the  media  of  pen  and 
ink,  charcoal,  chalk,  watercolors 
and  oils. 

Of  these,  oil  is  currently  his 
favorite  medium.  He  excels  in 
portraying  people  and  scenes  in 
paintings  of  all  types,  including 
portraits  and  murals. 

His  favorite  subject  is  “scenes  of 
my  people,”  and  he  is  currently 
preparing  an  exhibit  of  Lamanite

Mormon  Arts  which  will  be  held 
at  BYU  in  March. 

Jackson,  who  is  working  toward 
his  associate  of  arts  degree,  would 
like  to  teach  both  religion  and  art 
to  his  people.

In  the  meantime,  he  believes 
that  any  recognition  he  receives 
for  his  work  as  an  artist  will  help 
to  upgrade  the  Lamanites  in  the 
esteem  of  others.  It  will  also  show 
his  reluctant  people  that  an  Indian 
can  succeed  in  art  as  well  as  in 
other  things.

Not  many  people  think  of  the 
drunk  driver  as  someone  who’s 
picking  their  pockets. 

But  that’s  what  he,  or  she,  does. 

Last  year  drunk  drivers  killed 
more  than  28,000  Americans, 
caused  more  than  800,000 
accidents  and  rang  up  economic 
losses  estimated  at  $8-  billion, 
according  to  a national  researcher. 

Auto  insurance  rates  went  up  as 
a result.  So  did  hospitalization 
rates  and  auto  repair  costs.  The 
cost  proliferation  sapped  the 
entire  economy,  reported  the 
researcher. 

A PROVO  city  police 
spokesman  said  the  costs  for  the 
taxpayer  were  “significant,” 
though  the  pecuniary  effects  of 
drunken  drivers  in  the  county 
could  not  be  accurately  totaled. 


Chief  Jesse  Evans  lamented  the 
number  of  drunken  drivers  in 
Utah  county  during  the  year  and 
cautioned  students  on  the  road 
against  the  “other  drivers.” 

Reed  Lindsay,  police  records 
official,  reported  over  100  persons 
charged  with  drunken  driving  in 
the  year  1 97 1 with  a large  number 
of  them  connected  in  major 
accidents,  involving  large 
insurance  settlements. 

BECAUSE  of  these  type  of 
figures  in  each  city,  the  American 
mood  is  changing  from  one  of 
“live  and  let  live,”  or  rather,  “let 
die”  to  one  of  “let’s  punish  the 
rascal.”  State  after  state  has 
passed  stiffer  laws  regarding  the 
drunk  driver.  But  they  still  aren’t 
anywhere  as  rough  as  those  in 
some  foreign  countries. 

In  San  Salvador,  the  djunk 
driver  can  even  face  a firing  squad. 

A jail  term  of  10  years  and  a

$2,800  fine  awaits  the  habitual 
offender  in  South  Africa. 

EFFORTS  on  Utah’s  part  for 
more  stringent  drinking  laws  have 
met  with  disapproval  from  those 
who  claim  that  Utah  would  lose 
its  tourist  traffic  if  alcohol 
purchase  and  consumption  is  not 
made  easier. 

According  to  Harry  Parrish, 
president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Insurance  Agents, 
the  habitual  offender  was  the 
single  largest  factor  contributing 
to  rising  automobile  insurance 
rates  over  the  past  decade.  Last 
year,  according  to  Parrish,  the 
drunk  driver  was  responsible  for 
$4.8  billion  in  property  damages 
arising  out  of  auto  accidents.  This 
figure  is  eight  times  the  annual 
state  budget  for  Utah.  And  it  does 
not  include  the  $3.3  billion 
disappearing  in  lost  wages. 

THE  NAIA  has  proposed  its 
own  solution.  They  suggest  that  a 
driver  with  more  than  two 
convictions  for  a major  traffic 
offense,  Or  more  than  22  for  a 
lesser  offense  within  a 10-year 
period,  be  subject  to  judicial 
certification  as  an  habitual 
offender  and  may  have  his  license 
revoked  for  life.  If  he  then  is 
arrested  for  driving  without  a 
license,  he  is  subject  to  -a 
mandatory  one-to-five  year 
penitentiary  sentence  which 
cannot  be  suspended. 

May  sound  harsh  but  nothing 
like  a firing  squad  in  San  Salvador.

Legislation  recently  approved 
by  President  Nixon  has  provided 
more  scholarhips  for  Air  Force 
ROTC  students  around  the 
country,  according  to  Capt.  James 
Moss,  of  BYU  AFROTC. 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  can 
register  for  AFROTC  classes:  for 
the  spring  semester,  apply  and 
compete  for  the  scholarships. 
They  include  money  for  all 
tuition,  lab  fees,  and  book 
allowance  plus  $100  per  month 
beginning  the  1972  fall  semester. 
These  cadets  will  dual  enroll  in 
freshman  and  sophomore  classes, 
and  complete  a four-year  ROTC 
curriculum  in  three-and-one-half 
years. 


Other  scholarships  are  now 
available  beginning  in  the  spring, 
to  cadets  in  the  two-year  program.

In  order  to  enter  the  two-year 
program  next  fall,  a student  must 
take  the  Air  Force  Officer 
Qualifying  Exam  February  2 and 
3 at  5:45  p.m.  in  room  250 
WROTC.  The  test  will  last  just 
over  three  hours  each  day.

The  University  Programs, 
supervised  by  John  Kinnear,  is 
planning  to  send  several  university 
PERFORMING  GROUPS  on  tour 
during  the  semester. 

The  International  Dancers  will 
go  on  tour  March  21-28  to 
Mexico,  San  Antonio,  and  other 
parts  of  Texas.  They  will  perform 
at  the  American  National 
Conference  of  American 
Association  of  Health,  Physical 
Education,  and  Recreation.  A 
separate  team  of  dancers  will  tour 
the  northwest  April  15-22. 

The  A Capella  choir  will,  tour 
Southern  California  Feb.  5-12. 
They  are  scheduled  to  participate 
in  the  National  Music  Educators 
Association  Convention  in  San 
Diego. 

BYU’s  ROTC  Foptprints,  a 
singing  group  directed  by  Steven 
Bardsley,  will  leave  March  24  to 
tour  Texas.  The  highlight  of  the 
tour  will  take  place  March  29 
when  they  perform  at  the  Arnold 
Air  Society  National  Conclave  in 
Dallas. 

A tour  is  tentatively  scheduled 
April  14-23  for  the  Lamanite 
Generation  to  tour  Northern 
California  in  the  Bay  area. 

The  Young  Ambassadors  will 
tour  Central  California  Feb. 
11-19.  They  will  be  performing 
before  over  12,000  high  school 
and  college  students  and  will  put 
on  many  evening  performances  at 
stake  centers  in  the  area. 


In  addition  to  group 
performances,  many 
INDIVIDUAL  PERFORMANCES 
are  scheduled  for  the  spring 
semester.  University  Programs 
functions  in  scheduling  all 
university  performing  groups  and 
individuals. 

Kinnear  states  that  “any 
performing  student  can  only  leave 
the  university  for  six  school  days 
during  any  semester.”

Towers.  “But  it  is  very  rewarding 
when  the  guys  on  the  floor  come 
and  ask  for  counsel  and  advice.” 

Most  of  the  resident  assistants 
interviewed  were  enthusiastic 


about  the  job,  but  one  expressed 
the  opinion  that  it  was  a bind  on 
his  freedom.  He  said  the  hours 
tended  to  interfere  with  activities 
on  campus:  “It’s  kind  of  a hassle 
now,”  he  said. 

Being  a resident  assistant, 
though,  can  be  very  rewarding, 
according  to  many  of  them.  “It’s 
great  to  see  the  guys  go  on 
missions,”  said  Stan  Green  in 
Stover  Hall,  Helaman  Halls. 

“I  see  it  as  a growing  experience 
for  me,”  said  Collins.  “It  gives  me 
practice  in  learning  how  to 
discipline.”  -Karia  Rogers

Again  this  spring  BYU  students 
will  only  take  one  short 
“breather”.  As  in  previous  years, 
the  only  legal  spring  semester 
holiday  will  be  a two  day  break 
during  the  LDS  General 
Conference. 

The  spring  break  is  set  each  year 
to  coincide  with  the  annual 
conference  always  held  April  6. 

Most  schools  have  an  extensive 
Easter  break,  called  by  many  “the 
Ft.  Lauderdale  fiasco,”  according 
to  Dean  of  Student  Life  J.  Elliot 
Cameron.  However,  having  no 
spring  break  can  be  advantageous, 
claimed  the  dean. 

The  main  advantage  he  said,  is 
that  it  allows  the  students  to  get 
out  of  school  early,  giving  them 
an  early  foothold  in  the  job 
market.

David  Jex  points  out  plans  for  the  gun  he  helped  invent. 


BYU  graduate 


Jex  co-in vents  gun  to  stop  explosions 


A 1967  BYU  physics  graduate 
has  co-invented  a “gas  gun”  that 
may  have  particular  application  in 
preventing  coal  mine  explosions. 

David  W.  Jex,  formerly  of 
Spanish  Fork,  and  Dr.  Robert  J. 
Naumann— both  space  scientists 
working  at  the  NASA-Marshall 
Space  Flight  Center  in 
Alabama-adapted  existing  space 
technology  in  their  invention 
called  ‘‘Liquid  Aerosol 
Dispenser.” 

The  device  would  force  a 
high-pressure  liquid  quenching 
agent  into  potentially  explosive 
mine  dust,  thus  preventing  an 
explosion  or  reducing  the  chances 
of  an  explosion. 

The  two  space  scientists  have 
been  working  on  the  physics 
associated  with  simulated 
meteroid  impacts.  To  approach 
the  high  velocity  of  meteroids, 
scientists  have  created  a light  gas 
gun  device  to  accelerate  small 
particles  in  these  simulations. 

Such  a gas  gun  accelerates  many 
times  faster  than  the  speed  of  a 
conventional  rifle  bullet. 

The  light  gas  gun  gets  its  name 
from  the  fact  that  a very  light 
gas-in  this  case  hydrogen— is  used 
to  create  velocities  needed  for  the 
research. 


A powder  cartridge,  a plastic 
piston,  and  a cylinder  of  gas  are 
the  gun’s  main  components.  The 
powder  charge  moves  the  piston 
into  the  cylinder  compressing  the 
gas  against  a restraining 
diaphragm.  When  the  diaphragm 
breaks,  the  gas’s  high  energy 
accelerates  small  particles  located 
downstream  to  very  high  speeds. 

A working  model  has  been  built 
and  tested  in  the  laboratory  by 
the  inventors.  Advantages  of  the 
invention  include  the  gun’s  speed

Trailer  living 
roomier  and 
houselike 


After  a semester’s  occupancy 
married  student  residents  find 
BYU-owned  trailers  roomier  and 
more  houselike  than  former 
apartment  living. 

The  rental  price  of  a 
house-trailer,  available  in  one, 
two,  or  three-bedroom  models,  is 
“comparable  to  regular  student 
housing  at  Wymount,”  according 
to  Janet  LeCours,  secretary  of 
Married  Student  Housing,  “and 
the  depreciation  is  supposedly 
less.” 

Some  150  trailers  were  ready 
for  occupancy  just  as  classes 
started  last  fall.  The  trailers  are 
located  at  a trailer  park  next  to 
BYU  Rodeo  grounds. 

According  to  Ms.  LeCours,  the 
students  like  the  trailers  in 
comparison  with  apartment  living 
because  they  are  by  themselves 
and  a trailer  is  more  like  a real 
house. 

So  far  the  new  trailers,  built  by 
an  outside  contractor,  have  given 
no  trouble.  Admits  Ms.  LeCours, 
“every  once  in  a while  we  get 
bugs,  as  with  anything  new,  but 
basically  they’re  pretty  sound.” 

Opinion  of  the  trailers  echoes 
Ms.  LeCours’  comments. 

Mrs.  Terence  Hansen,  who  lives 
in  one  of  the  trailers,  says  she  and 
her  husband  “looked  a lot  and 
finally  settled  on  the  trailers 
because  they  were  so  new  and  the 
price  was  so  good  compared  to 
what  else  was  available.”  The 
Hansens  pay  $74.50  a month  for 
their  one  bedroom  trailer,  which 
came  furnished  with  a stove  and 
refrigerator,  a disposal,  a 
swamp-cooler,  and  wall-to-wall 
carpeting. 

Mrs.  Ronald  Wright,  who  lives 
in  a three-bedroom  trailer  with 
her  husband  and  three  children, 
commented  that  the  trailers  “are  a 
lot  roomier  than  Wymount” 
(where  they  lived  before)  but  cost 
the  same  as  a three-bedroom 
apartment  in  Wymount, 
$94. 50/mo.  She  reports  that  she 
and  her  husband  “haven’t  had  any 
trouble”  with  the  trailers.

Coed  pilots  own  plane 
since  high  school  days 


“Dad,  could  I have  the  keys  to 
the  plane?” 

Not  an  unusual  request  for 
Karen  Seger,  20,  a junior  in  home 
economics  education  at  BYU. 

Karen,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Rogert  A.  Seger,  Ulysses,  Kansas, 
has  been  flying  since  her  high 
school  days  an;  has  been  a 
licensed  pilot  since  August,  1970. 

THE  OLDEST  of  eight  children, 
her  baby  brothers  being  triplets, 
Karen  believes  she  may  have 
“inherited”  her  father’s  love  of 
vehicles  and  speed.  When  her 
father,  who  is  a rancher  and 
farmer,  purchased  a used  Cessna 
150,  Karen  caught  the  flying  bug, 
and  then  when  he  eventually 
traded  in  the  two-seater  150  for  a 
four-seater  172,  Karen  enrolled  in 
air  ground  school  at  BYU. 
Completing  the  written  test  in 
Salt  Lake  City  after  three 
Saturday’s  of  study,  Karen 
returned  home  following  her 
freshman  year  and  completed  her 
flying  requirements.  In  all,  to 
receive  her  license,  she  flew  40 
hours,  eight  of  them  solo. 

These  final  hours  of  instruction 
came  as  a high  school  graduation 
present  for  Karen,  with  her  father 
providing  the  aircraft  and  her 


mother  paying  for  the  lessons  by 
working  as  a bookkeeper. 

With  her  private  pilot’s  license 
she  also  received  a trophy  in 
recognition  of  her 
accomplishment  during 
ceremonies  at  the  annual 
convention  on  the  International 
Flying  Farmers  at  Edmonton, 
Alberta,  Canada.  However,  Karen 
was  unable  to  accept  the  trophy 
personally  because  she  was  back 
on  the  BYU  campus. 

IN  HER  HOME  state  whery  she 
is  a member  of  the  Kansas  Flying 
Farmers,  Karen  is  one  of  many 
young  lady  pilots,  but  in  Utah  she 
feels  almost  an  oddity.  So  far  only 
two  young  men  have  accepted  her 
offer  to  take  them  up.  One  had 
previous  experience  in  a small 
plane  while  the  other  had  not. 
The  latter  passenger  finally 
overcame  his  lack  of  confidence  in 
a girl  pilot  and  enjoyed  the  flight 
around  Provo.  Although  Karen 
does  not  feel  that  her  avocation  is 
a threat  to  the  male  ego,  she  does 
get  the  impression  that  she  is  not 
fully  accepted  in  her  pilot’s  role.
